Our citizens were jgreatly shocked 
last evening on hearing that, us the 
tesullt of a railway, crossing {accident 
south of Lhe town, Mrs. Alfred) Pri- 
meau had lost her life, while her hus- 
band, who with her, had wus- 
tained, very serious injuries. 

Mr. and Mrs Primeam left town 
aboul 5,30fim a eulter ito drive to the 
brickyard, where they paid a jvilsit of 
condolence, On (their return jour- 
ney ‘they reached the vicinity of Pot- 
itery Corner crossing on the €.P.R. 
about 730, the time at jwhich the ey- 
ening ‘train from (the city msually, 
passes {hat poimt. _ Being heavily 
wrapped up owing to the jbiting cold 
ithey evidently failed to hear_) the 
whistle sounded by ithe enjzineer, of 
the approaching, train, and probably 
did not know of its (proxemijty, until 
it} was almost upon’ them. | The train

The licensinizj system, instead of curinz ‘the evils of :the Jiguor traffio, 


‘only creates n powerful monopoly, which in tturn promotes the liquor ha- 


bit on the ona ,hand and is an agent of political corruption on the other. 
Three years algo it Avas the eystom in temperance gircles to change the 
common Violation of the liquor Jaw alzainst the lax administration of the 
Liberal Government, It was said, and by none oftener or with more em- 
phasis than by the present Premier who thenjled the Opposition, that the 
license department of the Government was honeycombed with izraft and 
blackmail. _ Tit was changed that license holders were either the victims 
of the Government's extortion or ‘the beneficiaries of the Government's pa- 
‘tronaze. A change of Governmént was hailed as tae cure for all the 
sorrows alike of tthe liquor dealers and of the temperance advocates. For 
‘two full years ‘the mew Government has been in power. What are toe 
results ? i a 


For a while there nas a jgreat show of activity among the license of- 
ficials amd it was proclaimed. with much trumpet-soundinz, that ‘there 
was no selling after hours, and that every licensee must “keep hotel” 
Now this city and mow thar ton -vas regorted “dry” on Saturday nizat 
and alll of Sunday. Does anybody suppose ‘the liquor law was strictly 
enforced recenitly in Toronto, orin Hamilton, or in Woodstock, or in Port 
Hope, or in Ottawa, or in any other town on eity in Ontario? The new 
‘broom swept clean but presently the novelty wore off, und the zeal of the 
officials died out and their couraze waned. There was soarcelyx con- 
plaint made under the former Administration that was not 'repeated at 
the temperance convention, held in Toronto flast week — complaints 
about lax enforeement, open yiolution, repeated first offences, and par- 
ty favoritism.

| ,, Had the wreek left the tracks here 
it is probable that all the passen- 
gers would have escaped with a shak— 
ing up. 

There is but a slight curve at the 
spot where the run-off happened, the 
tails inclining slig! hily to the north 
and then curving a trifle southward. 
, When the engine reached the break 
the south rail immediately flattened 
out, one section or rail being project- 
ed about 50 yards to one side. 

The coaches jolted along for a few 
yards until the north rail also spread, 
and after a stumbling course of about 
60 yards along the ties the baggage 
coach, with two passenger coaches 
and parlor car, were wrenched away 
from the express car which clung to 
the tender, and were precipitated ove 
the bank.

Watched All Night. 

The lifesavers watched the wreck 
all night for a chance to get alongside, 
but they had to wait until low water, 
at about 1 a:m., when they put off on 
board tho tug Wodan, which had a 
raft in tow for the use of the res- 
cuers. 

_On getting as near the wreck as pos- 
sible, Capt. Sperling of the lifeboat 
crew boarded the raft, which was al- 
lowed to drift alongside the Berlin, 
and the captain managed to clamber 
on board by means of a line. He then 
lowered the helpless, half dead 
women, one by one, to the raft, 
whence they were conveyed to the 
Wodan, 

The last survivors of the wrecked 
steamer arrived here at 3 o’clock, and 
were taken to the Amerika Hotel, 
where they received every attention. 

Brave Woman. 

“The nurse, Fraulein Repler, insist- 
ed that her companions should first 
be saved before she was removed 
from the wreck, so I carried Fraulein 
Theile to the side, fastened her into a 
Tope cradle and lowered her upon the 
raft. Frau Weintberger was next taken 
off. She was in pitiful distress, weep- 
ing for her husband and child, who 
were drowned. Finally Fraulein Rep- 
ler, who was able to walk with as- 
sistance, was placed on the raft,

YET ANOTHER WRECK. 


Forty Sailors Drowned Off the Island 
of Crete. 

Canea, Isle of Crete, Feb. 25.—The 
Austrian Lloyd steamer Imperatrix, 
while bound from Trieste to Bombay, 
Tran on to a rock on Friday evening 
near Cape Elaphonisi, and sank soon 
afterwards. 

The latest report received here is 

to the effect that 17 persons on board 
the vessel were rescued and that a 
French cruiser, an Italian gunboat, 
and a Russian cruiser were assisting 
in the work of rescue. 
_ It is stated that those rescued are 
in such an exhausted condition that 
they are unable to give coherent de- 
tails of the accident. 

Those on board, it is said, number- 
ed about 150. 

A letter late yesterday to the com- 
pany’s agent at Canea, from a lieu- 
tenant on fhe steamer, said: 

“Twelve persons and myself have 
been saved; the others are on board 
the steamer, the position of which is 
extremely dangerous.” 

All the passengers were saved, but 
40 members of the crew, of whom 32 
were Austrians and eight were In- 
dians, perished. Among those res- 
cued are the captain, the doctor and 
the first engineer of the Imperatrix, 

Foreign warships brought 63 sur- 


| vivors to this port and others were 


transferred to the Austrian Lloyd 
steamer Castore, which was sent from 
Trieste to assist in the work of reg- 
cue. Several persons, who were in- 
jured at the time of the disaster, are 
peng attended here, 

It has been learned that the first 
boat launched from the Imperatrix 
was swamped immediately. 

The bows of the steamer are shove 
water, but her stern is submerged.

MAIL STEAMER LOST 


All Passengers and Crew 
Drowned With One Exception. 


VESSEL BROKE IN TWO 


Became Unmanageable on Account of 
Gale and Was Driven Ashore— 
Struck Amidships and Sank Im- 
mediately—Twenty-Five Mangl- 
ed Bodies Recovered—14] Per- 
sons Were on Board. 


Rottendam, Feb. 22—A disastrous 
steamship wreck, attended with great 
loss of life, oceurred yesterday off the 
north pier of the Hook of Holland, 
when the Great Hastern Railway Co.’s 
steamer Berlin, bound from Harwich 
to the Hook of Holland, was lost. 

All on board, 141 persons in all, of 
whom 91 were passengers, were 
drowned, with one exception. 

The wreck occurred at 5 o'clock 
yesterday morning, during a terrific 
southwesterly gale. The steamer 
struck the north jetty while trying to 
enter the new waterway at the Hook 
of Holland. 

Broke In Two and Sank. 

She broke in two forward and sank 
while the passengers and crew gather- 
ed aft and vainly attempted to use 
the lifeboats. One person was saved 
and twenty-five bodies have been 
washed ashore. 

The agents say that although they 
are not positive regarding the num- 
bers, they believe the vessel carried 
120 passengers and a crew of sixty offi- 
cers and men. i 

The Berlin was a British steamer, 
802 feet long and of 1,775 tons. The 
ship was commanded by Capt. Pre- 
cious, and was built in 1894. 

The afterpart of the wrecked steam- 
er Berlin did not slip into deep water, 
as the people on shore at first be- 
lieved, but seems to be firmly embed- 
ded in the sand-bank. There were

@orlin were dead or still hoping to be 
rescued. If they were alive, the cold 
they are suffering must be intense. 

The steam lifeboat which has been 
attempting to reach the wreck is un- 
able to approach it on account of the 
enfavorable position in which the 
afterpart of the zessel is lying, and 
it was only with the greatest efforts 
that the lifeboat itself was prevented 
from being dashed to pieces. 

Bodies Badly Mangled. 

The waiting-room of the station at 
the Hook of Holland has been con- 
verted into a morgue, and the station 
itself is guarded by troops. 

Several of the bodies recovered are 
badly mangled. ft is supposed that 
the wreck of the steamer was caused 
by the collapse of her steering gear 
or by the breaking down of one of 
her engines. 

The only person who thus far has 
Succeeded in reaching the shore is 
Capt. Parkeston of Belfast, Ireland. 
He is now in a high fever. 

No Canadians on Board. 

London, Feb. 22—The Great East- 
ern Railway Oo. officially confirms the 
loss of the steamer Berlin, with all 
on board, off the coast of Holland. 
The Berlin carried passengers and 
crew to the number of 141.

‘WMAKEGREAT CHANGE 


SPEAK MORE FRENCH 


Mr. Lavergne’s Plea That It Be 
Given More Prominence. 


PREMIER SAYS ARE EQUAL 


Two-Cent Fare Bill Is Hoisted For 
Six Months—Committee Turned It 
Down and Sir Wilfrid Stands by 
Them—Mr. Borden’s Labor Reso- 

lution Defeated—Hyman Cor- 
respondence Crops Up Again. 


Ottawa, Feb. 26—In the House of 
Commons yesterday afternoon Mr. 
‘Armand Layergne brought forward a 
resolution to the effect that the 
French language, in terms of the B. 
N. A. act, should be placed on an 
equality with the English language in 
all public matters, such as in the 
coinage of money and the administra- 
tion of postal affairs. He complained 
that operators employed by telegraph 
companies were not _ compelled to 
speak French, that notices on the In- 
tercolonial Railway were not posted in 
that language, and that, with the ex- 
ception of the Ministers of Justice 
and Agriculture, the English-speaking 
members of the Cabinet showed no de- 
sire to learn French. 

Were On Equal Footing. 

In the course of the debate which 
followed the Prime Minister said that 
the two languages were already on an 
equal footing, and moved an amend- 
ment expressing that view. The de- 
bate, not, being coneluded at 6 o'clock, 
was adjourned. 

To Enquire Into Labor Questions. 

Mr. R. L. Borden’s motion for the 
appointment of a committee to inquire 
‘mto labor questions, with the ac- 
companying amendment by Mr. Smith 
of Nanaimo in fayor of the House 
proceeding with the legislation now 
before it, also went to a vote, with 
the result that the amendment was 
carried by a large majority. The 
House then took up the adjourned de- 
bate on Mr. Bennett's motion that 
immediate action should be taken on 
the report of the Transportation Com- 
MIittee. Mr. Turgeon (Cloucester) 
earnestly advocated the shortening of 
the mail route between Oanada and 
Great Britain during the summer sea- 
son by the creation of a calling point 
for mails at Shippigan, N.B., and 
carrying mails to and from that point, 
via Newfoundland. Hon. Mr. Fisher 
charged the mover of the resolution 
(Mr. Bennett) with having made mis- 
statements, and warmly defended the 
transportation policy of the Govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Hyman’s Resignation. 

Dr, Sproule said that at a recent 
meeting in London for the selection 
of a candidate a Mr. Gibbons said that 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier had written to 
Mr. Hyman, through him, asking him 
to withdraw his resignation, as he 
could not do without him in the 
Cabinet. That letter had not been 
brought down, and he asked if there 
was any reason for not laying it on 
the table of the House. 

The Prime Minister said that all the 
correspondence he had had with Mr. 
Hyman had been brought down. 

Two-Cent Fare Bill. 


After dinner Mr. W. F. Maclean’s 
two-cent fare bill, which the Railway 
Committee recommended should not 
pass, was taken up. On motion to go 
into Committee, Mr. Maclean again 
urged the success which had attended 
similar legislation in the United 
States as an argument in favor of his 
proposal. He did not think that it was 
a matter which shonld be left to the 
Railway Commission, because there 
Was an important principle involved 
whih should only be dealt by the 
Parliament. The G. T. R. had been 
defying the law for years and now had 
a bill before Parliament asking that 
the two-cent rate clause in their chart- 
er should be repealed. 

Mr. Emmerson’s Reply. 

The Minister of Railways said a 
considerable amount of time had al- 
teady been spent in the House in dis- 
cussing this question, and it had been 
disposed of by a large and important 
committee. He disputed the statement 
that this was wholly a question of 
policy. It was necessary in order to 
deal with the question intelligently 
that they should have statistics, He 
had already stated before the Railway 
Committee, at the end of the present 
fiscal year, the department would be 
ma position to place before the 
House such statistics as would en- 
able the members to arrive at an in- 
uetipent coms on a the matter.

War Secretary Divides Forces 
Field and Home Service. 


160,000 MEN WILL BE ON CALL 


————— 


Territorial Force of 300,000 Men Will 
Be Complete Army In Itself—Yoo- 
manry, Militia and Volunteers To 

Be United—Field Body to Con- 
sist of 160,000 Troops—Always 
Ready For Mobilization, 


London, Peb. 26.—The latest scheme 
for the reorganization of the British 
army was unfolded by War Secretary 
Haldane in the House of Commons 
yesterday. 

Tt contemplates dividing all the 
forces into two categories, a field force 
and a territorial or home force. 

The former with 160,000 officers and 
men is to consist of four cavalry bri- 
gades and six infantry provisions, 
with a full complement of horse and 
field artillery, all to be ready for im- 
mediate mobilization on the outbreak 
of war. fs 

The territorial force, totaling 300,- 
000 men, shall be a complete army in 
itself, and as nearly as possible of 
the same pattern as the regular troops. 

This plan would unite all the pres- 
ent auxiliary forces, yeomanry, mili- 
tia and volunteers, with a complement 
of regular artillery, into one homo- 
geneous body, all to be paid at ser- 
vice rates during the time they are 
used. 

The territorial forces would be so 
trained and organized as to enable 
their immediate mobilization simul- 
taneously with the field forces. 

The present militia principle of the 
‘county organization would govern the 
whole home army organization, with 
the army council in supreme control. 


STRIKE LOOMS UP. 


Expiration of Three Years’ Agreement 
Next Week May Result In Cessa- 
tion of Work In Coal Mines. 


Regina, Sask., Feb. 26—Word has 
been received here of the prospects 
of a coal strike and the general tie- 
up of the mines, which may be ex- 
pected at the termination of the three- 
year agreement between the operators 
and miners, which expires on March 
4 next. 

This strike would affect every coa\ 
mine in the mountains, Alberta and 
Saskatchewan, The tieing up of the 
Crow’s Nest would mean the closing 
down of the supply on which the 
©. P. R, depends for operating their 
engines between the mountains and 
Fort William. 

The men are demanding higher 
wages, a uniform eight-hour day and 
fortnightly pay rolls, none of which 
the operators are inclined to concede. 

Unless a settlement is reached be- 
fore March 4 a complete tie-up of all 
the estat Canadian coal mines must 
resnlt, 


WOMAN BURNED TO DEATH. 
Found Dead By Neighbors With 
Broken Lamp Nearby. 

St. John, N.B., Feb. 25.—Mrs. Ame- 
lia Case, wife of John Case, was burn- 
ed to death Saturday evening. 

She had been alone in the house, 
when neighbors thinking they smell- 
ed smoke, went up to investigate. 
Mrs, Smith, one of the party, fell 
over an object, which proved to be 
the body of Mrs. Case. Her clothing 
was all burned off and she was quite 
dead, At her feet were the fragments 
of an oil lamp. Mrs. Oase was about 
forty-five years of age. She is surviv- 
ed by her husband. 


WHILE PLAYING BEAR. 


Boy Arrested For Killing His Brother 
With Gun. 

Belleville, Feb, 25.—Some time ago it 
was reported that a boy named Claude 
Godfrey, living on the Monk road, 
near Bancroft, was shot and killed by 
his brother whilst they were “playing 
bear.” The affair having been brought 
to the attention of the authorities, it 
was decided to investigate.

Twenty Killed In Attack By Natives — 


Train Rolls Over 60-Foot Em- 
bankment. 


FIFTY-FOUR WERE INJURED 


Passengers Have Miraculous Escape 
From Death—Pullman Cars Turn 


Luggage and Get Away. 


Pittsburg, Feb. 25.—A statement is- 
sued by the Pennsylyania Railroad 
Saturday is to the effect that 54 pas- 
sengers and a train crew of about a 
dozen persons were injured in the 
wreck of the Pennsylvania special, 
the fast 18-hour train on the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, between New York 
and Ghicago, which occurred at a 
sharp curve at Black Diamond, Pa., 
seven miles east of Johnstown early 
Saturday morning, 

No one was Killed and all the pas- 
sengers have been accounted for. 

The engine and combination smok- 
ing car remained on the rails, but 
the three Pullmans plunged over a 
60-foot embankment into the Cone- 
maugh River. Fortunately, the cars 
were not submerged. 

Scene of Confusion. 

A scene of wild confusion resulted. 

All the passengers were in their 
berths and were thrown promiscuous- 
ly around the cars. 

Everybody on the train was injured 
more or less, but with the exception 
of John I. Kline of Joliet, it is said, 
none of the injuries are dangerous. 

The train was running 50 minutes 
late and was trying to make up lost 
time. 

Cause of the Wreck. 

The wreck was caused by an un- 
avertable accident. The brake rigging 
on the first Pullman following the 
combination coach on the train drop- 
ped down and tore up the right rail 
for a distance of 300 yards, but the 
four Pullmans following ploughed 
over the embankment to the river 
bank, 100 feet below, overturning 
when they reached the bottom. When 
the brake rigging fell it either strip- 
ped the heads off the bolts holding 
the rails to the ties or. tore up the 
rails themselves. 

Thieves Were Busy. 

Much disorder followed the acci- 
dent, which was greatly increased by 
the attempts of the officials of the 
railroad to prevent newspaper men 
from getting the facts. In the midst 
of the confusion a number of for- 
eigners. were detected plundering the 
Pullman cars. One was arrested and 
the others were driven away by a dis- 
play of firearms. Oonsiderable jewel- 
lery and valuable wearing apparel 
will be lost as the result, however. 

All the passengers were thankful 
and happy that they had escaped 
death, and the Rey. Edward Cope 
of Philadelphia conducted brief ser- 
vices on the relief train, in which he 
thanked God for their deliverance. 

Express Has Narrow Escape. 

Pittsburg, Web. 25.—The Philadel- 
phia express on the Pennsylvania, 
due here at 6.30 last night, ran into 
an open switch at the yards at 16th 
street about 7 o’clock last night. Am- 
bulances were hurriedly summoned to 
the Union Station, but according to 
officials no one was injured. 

The New York express, due here 
at 7 o’clock, narrowly escaped run- 
ning into the Philadelphia train, and 
caused a panic among the already 
frightened passengers. 

One coach on the Philadelphia train 
was telescoped and two others were 
derailed. The train was late, and was 
running faster than usual through the 
yards. 


FIREMEN INJURED. 


Three of Them In Hospital Result of 
Planing Mill Blaze. 

London, Feb. 25.—Firemen Thomas 
Aitken, A. Davis, A. Scott, E. Dean 
and J. Riddell were seriously injured 
by falling timbers in a fire which com- 
pletely gutted the Grand Trunk plan- 
ing mill at the corner of Adelaide and 
Simcoe streets on Saturday night. 

Aitken, Davis and Scott are in Vie- 
toria Hospital, and are reported to be 
improving. Aitken is the worst in- 
jured, having a broken rib and se- 
vere injuries to his back and head. 
Davis and Scott have internal injur- 
ies, and Riddell and Dean are injured 
about the head. 

The loss will amount to $30,000; no 
insurance. 

Four Firemen Injured. 

Boston, Mass., Feb. 24.—Property 
valued at $125,000 was destroyed and 
four firemen were injured late last 
night in a fire that wiped out the 
wholesale hardware house of the Bald- 
win & Robbins Go. One of the fire- 
men, D. J. Hurley, was blown from 
a ladder by a hot air explosion and 
had both arms broken and his fore- 
head gashed. 


‘COLONIAL CONFERENCE. 


Defence and Emigration Primary Sub- 
jects For Consideration. 


London, Feb. 26.—A parliamentary 
paper was issued yesterday containing 
a despatch from Lord Elgin respect- 
ing the agenda of the forthcoming 
colonial conference, 

He says that in future conferences 
on preferential trade, defence and 
emigration may be regarded as prim- 
ary subjects for consideration, and ‘ad- 
vocates that certain subjects should 
be separately discussed with the Min- 
ister of the State primarily concern- 
ed. 

He expresses the hope that the 
questions of universal penny postage 
and imperial cable system will be 
discussed in this way, and suggests 
three sittings of the conference each 
week, and the conference may be ex- 
pected to last three weeks or a month. 

Referring to reciprocal admission 
to certain professions, Lord Wlgin 
says the question of reciprocity in 
professions is complicated by technic 
al considerations and it is doubtful 
whether the discussion could result in 
anything further than an academic 
resolution. 

It had been found impossible, he 
says, to overcome the difficulties in 
regard to a uniform system of patents 
and public opimion in this country 
was not ripe for the adoption of the 
metric system, F

Cayuga, Feb. 23.—Interest in tha 
Perkins case is at fever heat. In fact 
the public feeling has had not a lit 
tle to do with the affair, The arrest 
ot Mrs, Perkins, it is said, was at 
least precipitated by a@ movement on 
fhe part of a section of the commun- 
ity to petition the Attorney-General’s 
Department to hurry up and do some 
thing. Inspector Greer had been do 
ing a lot of useful work, as the evi- 
dence to be submitted will show, bul 
he had been doing it quietly, if none 
the less thoroughly, and neighbors 
were getling tired of waiting for 2 
climax. 

Evidence Circumstantial. 
_ While the case against the accused 
is wholly circumstantial the authori: 
ties claim to be justified in placing 
Mrs. Perkins in custody. 

At the inquest into Perkins’ death 
Dr. Kerr, the family physician, stat 
ed that he knew of no sfrychnine be 
ing about the house. The poison book 
at the local drug store, however, 
shows that Rolph Carrig, brother of 
Mrs. Perkins, purchased a quantity 
in October. It is said, too, that strych- 
nine was found in the trunk owned by 
the dead man. On this the defence 
will, it is believed, base an argument 
that deceased ended his own life. In 
rebuttal the crown will produce wit 
nesses from Welland to show that 
Perkins was in good health and good 
spirits when he lived there and when 
he left there to go home for Christ 
mas. 
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Line Crown Will Take. 

It was learned yesterday that the 
crown will endeavor to show that Mrs. 
Perkins has been buying poison for 
years in St. Thomas, Windsor and 
Detroit, While in Welland Detective 
Greer interviewed the persons with 
whom deceased boarded. On one oc- 
casion Perkins remarked to his board- 
ing-house mistress that he was al- 
ways well when away from home. 
When home he was invariably trou- 
bled with his stomach. It is the 
crown’s endeavor to connect the al- 
leged purchase of the poison which 
has been going on for years with Per- 
kins’ statement. 

New Piece of Evidence. 

A new piece of evidence will be 
furnished by a lawyer, who says that 
a short time before Perkins came 
home Mrs. Perkins enquired of him 
how she would share should Perkins 
die without making a will. She said 
he would not make a will and she 
was afraid he would die suddenly. 
The lawyer told her she would get 
$1,000 insurance and about $3,000 in 
property. 

Perkins’ father died under some- 
what similar circumstances. It is 
said that Perkins got abont $6,000 in 
property from the estate.

Then the curtain was raised, 
firemen appeared on the stage and re- 
assured the audience and the opera 
was resumed after an outburst of 
cheering.

Ross Rifla Defended. 

On motion to go into Supply, Col. 
Sam Hughes took advantage of the 
opportunity to defend the Ross rifle. 
The complaint of the Northwest po- 
lice was that the Ross rifle jammed 
after rapid-firmg. Every rifle was lia- 
ble to that, and he claimed that the 
Ross rifle could fire 150 shots to 100 
fired from the Lee-Enfield, and in 
simplicity of action and solidity of 
parts he claimed that the advantage 
wae wih the Ross rifle. 

t. Northrup’s Condemnation. 

Mr. Northrup complained that 
whereas the contract price of the Ross 
rifle was $25, rifles delivered had cost 
$200 each. The Ross rifle had been 
submitted to the Imperial authorities 
and rejected, and Canada alone of the 
civilized nations had been willing to 
accept it. 

_Sir Frederick Borden’s Reply. 
_ Sic Frederick Borden said that the 

possibility to purchase even one 
thousand mfles m England dumng 
the South African war he thought was 
an indication that Canada should un- 
dertake the manufacture of her own 
weapons. Having failed to persuade 
the Birmingham Smallarms Co. to es- 
tablish a factory in Canada, the con- 
tract with Sir Charles Ross was en- 
tered into. He thought it was a 
patriotic thing that such an industry 
should be established. The defects 
which were reported were slight and 
not by any means fundamental. Fifty 
thousand rifles had already been de- 


livered_ 
Labor Disputes Bill. 

Replying to the leader of the Op- 
position, Hon. Mr. Lemieux said that 
the bill was less cumbersome than the 
railway disputes act, and would more 
effectually prevent a strike from tak- 
ing place. Since the last debate, how- 
ever, he had written to Mr. Harvey 
Hall, representative of the railway 
men’s organizations, stating in reply 
to his representations that in his (Mir. 
Lentieux’s) opinion both delay and ex- 
pense would be minimized rather than 
encouraged by the application of the 
present bill to railway employes.

Un- 
der him there haye been at work 
during the past season, six groups 
‘of men, each in charge of a foreman, 
It was formerly the practice for the 


county to board whe men in camp, 
bul the present! plam is to supply 
each gang , with {tents or 4 
covered yan and a camp outfin, 


antl allow. the men to board themsel- 
wes. They find! their own) provisivas 
anil do their own cooking. The rate 
of laborers on this plan has bec 
for laborers $1.50 per day, and a 
man anh team, $3.00 per day.

Fic yards per day. The expericnes is 
that the crushers will turn out 4.!

Great Improvements Being Made. 


Farmers liymg along the roads to 
be improved, place the stone in con- 
venient piles, and when work on 
the road is undertaken! the crusber 
is set up beside them, and the stone 
crushed and hauled lo the rovds. 


Where yery plentiful, the stone 1s 
crushed us a fayor, to the farmer: 
in other cases the county pays {roi 


7 to 1O centy a yard flor the mia~ 
terial 

Nhe roads of Hastings are, to a 
large extent, old stone ads. Many 
were Imade too wide in the first «n- 
stance, and nenrly, all are too flat, 
with square and high shoulders Wt 
the sides. There is an evident tien- 
dency to follow the pian of grading, 
cutting off square shoulders, narrow- 
ing Uhe roadbed, and giving it 2 
higher crown before applying new 
metol. Good drainage is sought, and 
the rolling nature of the districl, 
affords every opportunity for a good 
foll to frequent outlets. 

There ore numerous ‘hills in tue} 
district, and there is a tendency to 
improve these an rapidly as posstble, 
and bring them to f permanent 
grade. Hills are given a noticeably 
higher crown than tha level roails, 
and an effort is made to dispose of 
‘he water in such’ a way that the 
washouts cannot occur. The condi- 
tion of the roads is such that work 
is rot, as a rule, performed in long 
stretches. The effort is to improve 
the worst sections first, and grad- 
ually bring the entire system to 7 
proper standard. The work, however, 
ig Cazzied out in a substantial way 
and is steadily effecting, o perman- 
ent improvement and a reconst!ic- 
tion of the system. 

New roads are built by first briag- 
ing the sub-sol to a permanent 
grade, crowning it, and making suit- 
able side-drains, {fhe earth s : 
grade is then covered with broken 
stone or gravel to a depth of six 
inches. Narrow grades area th> rule 
ag they are found ample to accom- 
aodate traffic. Nearly all the 
‘ing and ditching Is done with 
grading machine.

NEW OUTLET HUDSON BAY 


Need For a Railway In Northern Can- 
ada Is Recognized by Government— 
Mr. Knowles Wants Matter Hur- 
ried on — Suggested Railway 
Commission for West — Addi- 
tions to Parliament House. 


Ottawa, Feb. 23—The House of 
Commons followed the lead of the 
Senate yesterday afternoon and dis- 
cassed the proposal to construct a 
Tailway to Hudson Bay. The discus- 
sion was opened by Mr. Knowles, who 
made out a good case for the new out- 
let for the Northwest. The Prime Min- 
ister acknowledged the need for a 
railway in northern Canada, with an 
outlet on the Hudson Bay, and stated 
that the matter was receiving the 
consideration of the Government. He 
hoped before the session ended to 
make a definite announcement. The 
remainder of the session was given 
over ta supply. 

Yukon Wheat Is Good. 

Dr. Thompson laid on the table a 
sample of wheat grown in the Yukon 
Territory in latitude 63. (Cheers.) He 
said he had submitted the sample to 
the C@nmittee on Agriculture and to 
experts at the Experimental Farm, 
and they had pronounced the wheat 
to be of first-class quality ,equal to | 
anything they raised in the North- 
west. 

Railway to Hudson Bay. 

Mr. Knowles moved an amendment 

to the motion to go into supply, urg- 


taking all possible steps for the 
speedy construction of a Tailway to 
Hudson Bay. Construction of a rail- 
way to Hudson Bay would relieve a 
situation which was growing intoler- 
able. He had been advised by ex- 
perts that the country would present 
no great enginereing difficulties. Fort 
Churchill was one of the finest natur- 
al harbors in the world, and he be- 
lieved that Hudson Straits would be 
open for navigation for four or five 
months of the year. 
Car Shortage In West. 

Mr. Lake complamed that the mat- | 
ter had been sprung upon the House, | 
and went on to discuss the question 
of car shortage in the west. He was 
confident that if the projected rail- 
way was proceeded with it would im- 
mensely develop the northwest por- 
tion of Canada.

General Booth, who sailed for New 
York yesterday, interviewed, said the 
Army was stil] misunderstood in parts 
of the Dominion. 

“We are opposed, not because our 
methods of work seem) irrational or 
unlikely to succeed, but simply be- 
cause they are novel. What we preach 
eyen the and semi-idiot can 
understand.” 

General Booth added, though, that 
the Army now stood very high in the 
estimation of the Canadian people. It 
was generally hoped to make arrange- 
sments between the home and colonial 
Governments to transfer pauper and 
deserted children before they had 
time to contract bad habits.

Quebec, Feb. 23—The Daily Tele- 
graph offices were totally destroyed 
by fire yesterday morning, together 
with the whole block of buildings in

Hook of Holland, Feb. 23.—After 
over thirty hours of almost incessant 
efforts the Dutch lifeboat men have 
succeeded in resening eleven surviy- 
ors on the afterpart of the British 
steamer Berlin, which went ashore 
here Thursday morning. Buffeted and 
driven back time after time, the 
sturdy Dutchmen refused to relax 
their attempts to rescue the handful 
of shipwrecked persons, and through- 
out last night and this morning they 
launched their boat repeatedly, only 
to be foiled by the mountainous seas. 
In the early afternoon the lifeboat 


again went out. The receding tide and ' 


some improvement in the weather 

gave better hope of success, and after 

a hard tussle with the seas the few 

persons still living were safely taken 

off at 3.80 p.m. 

Prince Gorisort At the Scene. 
\ Prince ,Henry of the 
the Prince Consort, arrived here yes- 
terday and twice went out in a steam 
pilot boat to as near the wreck as it 
was possible to approach. Subsequent- 
ly the Prinee visited the building 
which is being used as a morgue and 
passed down the line of white-draped 
figures, stopping with bowed head for 

a few minutes before the body of a 

fair-haired child. 

Bodies Battered Beyond Recognition. 
| The straggling little village of the 
Hook of Holland was filled with 
anxious relatives of the crew of the 
Berlin, and heartrending scenes are 
witnessed at the improvised mortuary, 
where the 35 bodies which 
have been washed up are lying. Many 
of these are battered beyond recogni- 
tion, and some are withont heads, and 
others without arms or legs. 

Eye Witness Tells Story. 

London, Feb. 23.—The Great Past- 
ern Railway Co.’s steamer Clacton re- 
turned to Harwich from the Hook of 
Holland. An officer of the Clacton 
yesterday gave a graphic account of 
the wreck as follows :— 

Tremendous Sea. 

“We found the Berlin broadside on 
at the north pier end and we at once 
set to work in an endeavor to succor 
the stranded steamer. A tremendous 
sea was running. The waves were 40 
feet high, for the tide was flood and 
a fierce gale was glowing bang on 
shore. We got in close to the rocks 
but nearly went on them ourselves, 
and had to put abont in order to es- 
cape the fate of the Berlin. It was 
impossible for us to get out a life 
boat, as it would have been smashed 
to pieces in the raging waters. 

Victims Raised a Cheer. 

“We could see people in groups on 
board the Berlin, some on decks and 
some in the smoke room on the fore- 
part of the vessel. As we approached 
in an attempt to rescue them the per- 
sons on board raised a cheer. Ap- 
parently the best of discipline pre- 
vailed on board. All the passengers 
had been furnished with life belts and 
had gathered on the lee side, en- 
deavoring to shelter themselves from 
the awful seas which were breaking 
over the vessel, submerging her 
decks, funnels, and almost her masts, 
at times hiding her entirely from 
| view. When within a hundred yards 
| of the Berlin we threw out all our 
life belts with lines attached, but they 
failed to reach her. 

Vain Fight For Life. 

“It was impossible to take a line 
on board the stranded steamer, as 
nothing could haye lived in the ter 
rible waves. When the Berlin broke 
in two the passengers and crew were 
swept off her decks in batches and 
| drowned within a few yards of safety. 
We could hear their shouts for help, 
but could do nothing to assist them. 
We saw scores of people struggling in 
the water, many clinging for brief 
periods to floating wreckage. But in 
their benumbed state they were un- 
able to long resist the tremendous 
force of the waves and dropped off 
one by one.” 


Reported RaUway Smash. 

Johnstown, Pa., Feb. 23.—Train No. 
21, mown as the Chicago and St. 
Louis Express, is reported to have 
gone over an enbankment at Mineral 
Point, eight miles east of this city. 
A relief train bearing all vailable 
physicians left here at 12.47. Officials 
refuse to allow newspaper men to ac 
company the train. 

It is reported that 100 lives have 
been lost. 


More Vessels Wrecked. 

London, Feb. 23—Two steamer 
wrecks were reported late last night 
by passing vessels. 

One off Slamborough Head in the 
North Sea and the other off Beachy 
Head in the English Channel. 

No details have been received.

To Go a Step Further. 

_ Mr. Marter stated that the meet- 
ings of the convention had been most 
harmonious, and the discussions had 
been moderate. They had tried to 
look upon this question sanely and 
gave the officials of the Government 
| credit for haying done their work 
| well. They came to see if they could 
not get the Government to go a step 
further and do some things which 
they thought were in the interests of 
the mecple of the Proyince, 

Mrs. McKee of Barrie, representing 
the W. C. T. U., said the motherhood 
of the land in their efforts against 
the liquor traffic were severely handi- 
capped by the three-fifths clause. 

“We want you to give us something 
more moderate or abolish it altogeth- 
er,” said Mrs. McKee. loud cries 
| of “Abolish it”? were heard from every 
part of the chamber, showing the tem- 
per of the gathering. 

Are In Accord With Object. 

Prolonged applause greeted the Pre- 
mier as he rose to reply. “The mem- 
bers of the Government of this Pro- 
vince are glad,” he said, “to meet 
at any time with delegations of the 
people, whose trustees we are, with 
reference to the consideration of any 
public question, and I think the posi- 
tion of the Government can be easily 
understood by men of ordinary com- 
mon sense.” 

The delegation was doubly welcome 
because this Government considered 
itself in entire accord with the abject 
which they had in view. “We wi 
not be considered second in the de- 
sire to realize the objects you do, and 
' I venture to say that when the Goy- 

ernment goes out of power 30 years 

from now—though we did not set the 
precedent—there is no act of ours car- 
ried out during the continuance of 
office which will give us such satis- 

faction as the recollection that we did 
| something to lessen the effects of the 
' drink traffic.” (Applause.) 

The Premier pointed out that no 
two people were constituted alike; that 
without healthy difference of opinion 
life would be a stagnant pool. 

A Misapprehension. 

“There seems to be a misapprehen- 
sion,” said the Premier. “Nobody pre- 
tends that the three-fifths require- 
ment was necessary to the enforce- 
ment of the law. What we contended 
was that the threefifths vote was 
necessary to the permanency of pub- 
lic sentiment; that it shows the over- 


and that for a repeal they would have 
a very heavy task before them to get 
a three-fifths vote. 

The men who make such statements 
as that forget that we make the vote 
of two opponents equal to three of 
those who favor a repeal.”’ 

. Must Be Charitable. 

There has got to be Christian char- 
ity in this matter. I am convinced as 
I am standing here that the cause 
you desire has been kept back for 
years by that very spirit of intoler- 
ance and uncharitableness which was 
expressed yesterday. I believe that if 
there was one grand eccord by the peo- 
ple of this Province with reference 
to the attaining of this grand object, 
I honestly believe that the rural dis- 
tricts of this Province would be un- 
der local option. The tendency is 
More and more to lessen the evils of 
the drink traffic. Why not steer our 
boat along that stream instead of 
drifting slowly behind on a raft? 

Will Watch For Results. 

“The duty of the Government,” 
continued the Premier, ‘“‘will be to 
waich how this law works itself out, 
and if the Government is convinced 
that an increased majority is neces- 
Sary more than a three-fifths require- 
ment will be enacted. But if they 
should find that less will do they will 
have to consider that. 

We have tried to do our duty. Is it 

not better to help us in all that is 
good, in order that time may give 
practical agreement with relation to 
this great subject?” 
_ The Premier conctuded by assert- 
ing that he was always open to sug- 
gestions from the Alliance, and would 
give their suggestions always careful 
consideration.

BASS AND THEIR HABITS, 


Peouliar Statement by a Toronto Prof- 
essor—Room for Boubt. 

Prof J. W. Macoun, gf ‘Toroato 
University, had «um article fin the 
Toronto Telegram Satorday descrip~ 
tive of the amalkmouthed bass and 
their ways and customs. The articl 
is over a column in lenizth and sonp 
tains some interesting statements, in— 
cluding the following ; t 

‘Doubtless bass from ime lo time 
return j|to ffeedmz rounds wittt 
which they are familiar, and probaby 
ly, like birds, return to the same 
Spawning ground every spring. Tor 
ward fall, at the first sgn of cod 
weather, theyissek deep water, where 
they hibernate durintg be winter 
Season, im! in mud under 
sunken logs, or amongst closezrowb 
ing weeds. 

“Bass are meyer taken in winter. 
I have made extensive enquiries om 
this point, and all the anziers and 
fishermen, from whom I have souzhb 
information, have told me that they 
meyer eyen have seen a bass taken 
by net or otherwise in the depth of 
witter. That they hibernate seems: 
to be proved by ithe fact thot whens 
they reach their spawning jbeds imi 
the early spring they are covered 
with ema esHicie leeches, slime, ao 
mod.”

| Toronto, Feb, 27,—The first division 
of the % t seasion of the Legisla- 
ture “ollowed a debate on the Central 
Pidson labor contract yesterday alter- 
noon. It arose oyer a motion by Mr. 
Preston (Brant) condemning such 
contract systems, and calling for the 
abrogation of the present contract at 
the Central Prison ai the earliest pos- 
sible moment, Mr. Preston made an 
able, clear and convincing address in 
gapport of his motion, and Hon. Mr. 
‘anna, the only speaker on the quea- 
tion on the Government side, was 
compelled in answer to assume tne de- 
fensive throughout. 

Prison, and Free Labor. 

The Government, having learned to 
its cost the price of the contract, the 
first instalment of which was paid by 
defeat of their candidate in Wast 
Hamilton, have prepared the way for 
a safe retreat. In amendment to Mr. 
Preston’s motion Hon. Mr. Hanna 
moved that the House approve of the 
announcement made by the Govern- 
ment that the whole question has 
been for some time under considera- 
4 tion, and will be inquired into imme- 
diately, with a view to arriving at a 
solution which will in future prevent 
competition between prison and free 
labor. 


Amendment Carried. 

Of course the amendment carried, 
the vote standing 53 to 16, with 
twelve pairs. Mr. Studholme, the In- 
dependent Labor member for [ast 
Hamilton, voted with the Opposition. 
The little band to the left of the 
Speaker, having accomplished their 
object of carrying the war into the 
Government’s camp, and putting all 
the members of the House on record 
as to their stand on a question 50 
vitally important to workingmen 
throughout the Province, had no rea- 
son, for regret at the Government's 
majority. Durimg the afternoon the 
Premier took occasion to formally and 
emphatically declare that the reports 
of impending Cabinet changes were 
without foundation, and also to an- 
nounce, amid Government cheers, fhat 
the Court of Appeal had declared Mr. 
W. A. Preston elected for Port Arthur 
and Rainy River. 


TAX ON NATURAL GAS. 


Hon. Mr. Cochrane Says It Will Go 
Through In Spite of Protests— 
Mining Properties Profitable. 


Toronto, Feb. 26.—A large deputa- 
tion, representing the small owners 
of natural gas wells, waited on Hon. 
Mr. Cochrane and other members of 
the Government yesterday and pro- 
tested against the proposed tax on 
natural gas. Hon. Mr. Cochrane sug? 
gested that the deputation send in 
a written memorial stating _ their 
views as to what the tax should be, 
but he plainly intimated that there 
would be a tax. He pointed out that 
the Government was putting a tax 
on the output of mines and on min- 
eral lands, and expected that others 
than the mining men would bear their 
share of the cost of administering the 
affairs of the Province. Alluding in 
this connection to the building of the 
JTemiskaming & Northern Ontario 
Railway, and the consequent develop- 
ment which had followed, he made the 
interesting statement that it was ex- 
pected that the portion of the mining 
lands preserved by the Government 
(the Gillies limit) would give returns 
enough to pay the cost of the railway. 

Mr. F. R. Lalor, M. P., Haldimand, 
introduced the deputation; and among 
the speakers were Messrs. W. T. Hen- 
derson, B. L. Gould of Brantford, and 
Louis Wigle of Kingsville. 


EAST KENT’S CANDIDATE. 


Mr. R, L. Gosnell Nominated to Stand 
At Next Election. 


Ridgetown, Feb. 26—At the Liberal 
convention for Bast Kent for the 
Legislature yesterday nominations

Terrible Fire At a School Near 


Fire Spread Quickly and Children’s 
Retreat Was Cut Off—Heroic Con- 
duct of the Lady Principal— 

Death Caused by Suffocation— 
Heartrending Scenes at Morgue 
—Firemen’s Gallant Efforts. 


Montreal, Feb. 27—Twenty-two 
scholars and their teachers are dead 
from suffocation as the result of a 
fire which broke out in the Hochelaga 
Protestant School, 59 Prefontaine 
street, yesterday afternoon. 

The school was a brick building, 
about 15 years old, situate at 59 Pre- 
fontaine street, on the east side, above 
St. Catharine street. 

The fire broke out at 145 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, caused by the 
explosion of the furnace in the base- 
ment. It spread very quickly, and 
the water pressure was very weak. 

Relief Cut Off.

G.T.R. TRAIN WRECK 


Montreal Express Crashed Into 
a Stalled Freight. i 


INJURIES ARE NOT SERIOUS. 


Several Passengers Including Twe 
Ladies Receive Severe Bruises— 
Crews Save Their Lives by Jump- 
ing—Cars Considerably Damaged 

—Accident Caused by Freight 
Neglecting to Sidetrack. 


Toronto, March 6,—The regnlar 
G. T. R. express for Montreal, — 
ing here at 9 o'clock yesterday mom— 
ing., run down freight train No. 92, 
eastbound, this morning, near Papo 
avenue, and as a result four passen- 
gers were slightly bruised and injur- 
ed. Miss M. Y. Milne, Toronto, had 
her lip cut and was slightly bruised’ 
on the forehead; Mrs. G. Pemberton, 
Toronto, had her nose bruised; Mr_ 
J. W. Prescott, Toronto, received 
sprains in the back, and Mr. J. HU 
Allan of Trenton, was cut on the lip 
and bruised. 

The passenger train was proceeding 
at a moderate speed across the Dorm 
Valley, and when it reached Pape 
avenne it struck the caboose of the 
freight which was going up grade on 
the main line. The impact caused the. 
injuries to the passengers named, but 
none of the crews were hurt. 

The passenger train was brought 
back to the Union Station for a 
couple of new drawbars and some 
other repairs, and after some delay 
proceeded again to Montreal.

Smoking In’ Canada. 


| PRIME MINISTER’S REPLY 


Vast Increaso In Manufacture of Ci- 
garettes—Its Deleterious Effects Up- 
on Youthful Smokers—Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier Says Bill Would Have 
No Chance This Session—De- 
bate Transportation Report. 


Ottawa, March 5.—Mr. Blain of 
Peel, watched from the gallery of the 
House by the delegates of the W.O.T. 
U., introduced in the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon his motion in 
favor of repression of cigarette smok- 
ing in Canada. The House discussed 
the matter in a very leisurely way, 
the only real point of interest in the 
debate being the Prime Minister’s 
statement that there could be no hope 
of considering a bill such as propos- 
ed this session. 

A Vast Increase. 

Mr. Blain pointed out that the num- 
ber of cigarettes manufactured m Can- 
ada had increased from 85,994,400 in 
1895 to 270,877,350 in 1906, and, mak- 
ing allowance for exports and imports, 
the approximate consumption in 1906 
was 277,420,850. He did not think there 
was a member of the House who 
would venture to state that cigarette 
smoking was in the best interest of 
the growing youths of Canada. He 

| quoted educational and medical au- 
| thorities, who referred to the deaden- 
ing of moral sense by cigarette smok- 
ing and “the death-dealing cigarette,” 
and stated that the habit of cigarette 
smoking weakened the will and the 
physical and intellectual powers. He 
thought that public opinion in Can- 
ada was overwhelmingly in favor of 
this legislation, and the people were 
disappointed that action had not al- 
ready been taken. The fact that com- 
mercial men refused to employ cigar- 
ette smokers showed the need for 
legislation. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 

The Prime Minister agreed with the 
mover of the motion that the question 
was not one which should be relegat- 
ed to the Sunday schools. It was a 
practical one and he was largely, but 
not altogether, in agreement with the 
view Mr. Blain has presented. 

In his estimation however, the mo- 
tion in calling for the enactment of a 
law prohibiting the importation, 
manufacture and sale of cigarettes 

_ went too far. In any case it would not 
be possible to have the latter part of 
his resolution effected, namely, the 
part affirming the expediency of bring- 
ing in a bill this session. “We are in 
the third month of the session,” pro- 
ceeded Sir Wilfrid, “and we hope by 
the blessing of a kind Providence and 
the consent of his Majesty’s loyal Op- 
position and the consent of the third 
party also—{Laughter)—to bring the 
session to a close early next month.” 
(Liberal cheers.) 

Transportation Questions. 

The debate was then resumd on Mr. 
Bennet’s motion that the report of 
the Transportation Committe should 
be acted upon by Parliament. 

Mr. Wright (South Renfrew) said 
that im improving the waterways of 
Montreal and Quebec the Government 
had conferred a great benefit on the 
country. The returns of the canals 
showed by their growth what an im- 


! portant part they played in the de- 


| Yelopment of the country, and it was 


in this connection he wished to urge 
the importance of carrying out the 
Georgian Bay canal scheme. Not only 
would it materially assist in reducing 
freights by entering into competition 
with railways, but it would afford a 
new outlet for the cereal wealth of 
the west. It would provide a route 
878 miles shorter than the St. Lay 
| rence route and 450 miles shorter 
| than the Erie route, and in the event 
of war, which, of course, was most 
improbable, with the United States, 
it would play an important part in 
the defence system of the country., 

Mr. A. Campbell moved the follow- 
ing amendment: “That in the opinion 
of this House the report of the Com- 
mitee on Transportation, of which 
Mr. Ashdown is chairman, has been 
acted on by the Government with rea- 
sonable progress, having regard to the 
public seryice generally.” The amend- 
ment carried. 

The House adjourned at 10 p. m. 


CHANGE MAIL ROUTE. 


Vancouver Lines to Be Auxiliary to 
Fast Service. 

London, March 5.—Owing to irregu- 
larities the New Zealand Government 
will use the Suez routes for mails un- 
til further notice direct, and the Van- 
conver lines as auxiliaries.

Newfoundland Considering 
Transatlantic Line. 
Halifax, N. §., March 1—In the 
Newfoundland Legislative Assembly 
Wednesday night Premier Bond pro- 
posed the adoption of a contract be- 
tween the Newfoundland Government 
and the Messrs. Ochs, capitalists, of 
London and Paris, providing for the 
establishment of a short line of trans- 
atlantic steamers between Killery, on 
the west coast of Ireland, and Green 
Bay, on the east coast of Newiound- 
land. 

The plan also provides for a two- 
hour railway trip across the colony 
to Port au Basque, whence a twenty- 
knot steamer would convey mails and 
passengers to Gaspe, Quebec, in sum- 
mer, and Sydney, ©. B., in winter. 

The promoters of the project claim 
that there would be a saving of 32 
hours over any | other transatlantic 
route. 

The project must take shape within 
two years or else all liability on the 
part of the colony will cease. 

Should the capitalists carry out their 
announced plans the Newfoundland 
Government proposes to pay them 
$75,000 annually for 95 years. It is 
said that the British, American and 
Canadian Governments will be asked

Killed By Mr. Hanna.

STEAMER STRANDED BEGINNEW BARRACK 


One Hundred Passengers Had 
Narrcw Escape- 


eS 


CORONA A HOPELESS WRECK ) 


Panic Averted by Calm Behaviour of 


the Crew—Boat Gapsized and One 
Sailor Was Drowned—Passengers 
Taken Of by Lifebuoy After 
Many Gallant ‘Attempts to Get 
the Line Ashore. 


Gal, March 4.—The stexm- 
eae (Captain Boyd), the ‘best 
boat in the Pacific Coast Steamship 
Go.’s services between Bureka and 
San Francisco, lies straddling the 
north jetty on Humboldt Bay, a hope- 
Jess wreck. 

With nearly 100 passengers aboard, 
ithe vessel struck on Saturday as Cap- 
tain Boyd was attempting, in the teeth 
of a stinging wind and terrific bar 
fivod, ‘to drive her into port. 

Women were hysterical and men 
were in panic, but. reassuring words 
from the crew finally brought calm. 

‘Then the passengers assembled on 
the hurricane deck, where they re- 
mained until the rescue work was un- 
dertaken a few hours later. ‘ 

Soon after the ship struck a boat in 
‘charge of Quartermaster Gunn was 
lowered. It contained three of the 
ccrew and three steerage passengers. 
This boat capsized at once in the 
boiling surf, and Sailor Herrickson 
was drowned. Gunn and the others 
reached shore. 

‘A second boat in charge of Second 
Officer N. V. Johann, was put off. 
Badly battered and! leaking, this boat 
reached shore. 

Tried to Carry a Line. 

Then T. E. Sothern, night saloon 
watchman, formerly a marine in the 
United States navy, stripped to the 
waist and attempted to carry a line 
ashore. The line parted before he had 
gone far. Sothern’ was picked up by 

payers. 

Several attempts were made to 
shoot a line aboard, but each time the 
line fell short. 

Finally Capt. Hennig of the life 
savers reached the side of the Corona 
and picked up the line. Several un- 
successful attempts were made to 
work the life buoy, but it was not un- 
til near dark that Capt. Hennig and 
his men worked effectively. At that 
time the ship’s boats had begun work- 
ing, and at dusk Cept. Boyd, the last 
to leave the ship, stepped ashore. 

The passengers were brought to 
Eureka. Nearly all had been drenched, 
and some were suffering greatly from 
the cold, exposure and neryous shock, 
but all will recover. 

San Francisco, March 4—The 
steamer Roanoke, the first boat to 
reach the steamer Corona when the 
latter was wreckéd at the entrance to 
Eureka harbor, Saturday, arrived yes- 
terday. Captain Dunham blames the 
Wnited States lighthouse board for the 
wreck. There have been four steamers 
wrecked on the Humboldt Reef during 
the year—The Newsboy, Corinfhian, 
Seqnoia and Corona—and Captain 
Dunham declared that all might have 
been prevented if the lighthouse 
board had had the channel properly 
buoyed.

THE LABOR DISPUTES BILL 


Railway Organizations May Not Bo 
Included — Penalty Clauses Are 
Struck Out—Mr. Maclean Suggests 

Investigation of Railway Man- 
agement In View of Recent 
Wrecks—B.C. Railway Belt. 


Ottawa, March 2.—The preliminary 
canter through Mr. Lemieux s labor 
disputes bill was finished in Committee 
of the Whole House yesterday, with 
results satisfactory to the Minister of 
Labor, who took occasion to express 
his appreciation of the reception ac- 
Corded to the measure. With most 
of the contentious clauses standing 
over for further consideration, critic- 
ism was of a more or less friendly 
character, but the amendments, 
though not drastic, were sufficiently 
numerous to justify Mr. Lemicux’s 
decision to reprint the bill. 

The “Open Shop’! Clause. 

The most important change was the 
abandonment of the ‘open shop” 
clause, a step which the Minister of 
Labor announced was the result of 
pressure from both sides of the House. 
The recent crop of railway wrecks af- 
forded Mr, W. FP. Maclean an oppor- 
tunity to suggest the advisability of 
an inquiry into the methods of rail- 
way management. The remainder of 
the session was spent in Committee 
of Supply, the estimates of the Public 
Works Department ‘being again under 
consideration. When the Toronto esti- 
mates came up none of the members 
for the city were present, and Mr. 
Monk endeavored to have considera- 
tion of them postponed. 

To Build New Barracks. 

With the exception of the vote of 
$150,000 for alterations and additions 
to the dill hall, howeyer, all the 
items were passed, on the understand- 
ing that the members for Toronto 
would have ap opportunity to dis- 
cuss them at a later stage if neces- 
sary. It was definitely stated that the 
Government intended going on with 
the new barracks for the permanent 
cerps at a cost of about three-quarters 
of a million. 

Hon. Mr. Oliver introduced a bill 
the object of which, he explained, was 
to ratify an agreement entered into 
between the Dominion Government 
and the Government of British Colum- 
bia, respecting the western boundary 
of the railway belt in the province. 
The bill was read a first time. 

Bill to Settle Strikes. 

The House went into Committee of 
the Whole and resumed consideration 
of Mr. Lemieux’s bill to aid in the 
prevention and settlement of strikes 
and lockouts. 

When clause 35, which relates to 
railway men, was reached the Minister 
oi Labor stated that he had not yet 
come to an agreement with the rail- 
way organizations, and the clause was 
accordingly allowed to stand. 

Two objections were taken to the 
clause which empowers the board of 
investigation to authorize an exam- 
ination or inspection of any factory, 
mine or workshop which is made the 
subject of a reference to the board. 

The Minister of Labor took the view 
that it would be inadvisable to give 
the Deputy Minister of Labor the pow- 
er referred to. It should be left in 
the hands of the board. 

Penalty Clauses Struck Out. 
The Minister announced that as 


a result of pressure from both sides | 


of the House the clauses imposing a 
penalty on employers for the dismis- 
sal of an employe on the ground of 
his membership in a union, and also 
penalizing employes for striking on 
the declaration of an open shop, were 
dropped. 
Railway Management. 

Mr. W. F. Maclean expressed the 
opinion that Parliament should take 
steps to inquire into railway man- 
agement. Far too many accidents were 
taking place, and he thought it was 
due to the companies payimg toomuch 
attention to expansion, and.mnot en- 
ough to safeguarding travel. He took 
this action on account of the wreck 
which had taken place on the Toronto- 
Montreal line. (Hear, hear), 

Public Works Estimates. 

The House then went into Commit- 
tee of Supply and resumed considera- 
tion of public works estimates.

Mr. Maclean inqnired whether the 
Government intended to go on with 
the barracks, and what the policy 
was. The barracks, he said, had been 
promised for a long time. 

Sir Frederick Borden said it was 
the intention of the Government to 
go on with the barracks, ‘but the ex- 
penditure inyolved was very heavy. 

In view of the large expenditure 
the Government expected to be al- 
lowed a reasonable time to construct 
the buildings. He understood that the

Govenor Was On Board. 

The regular was the midnight train, 
which is due here at 12.39, but which 
was behind time. The special was 
made up of an engine and one coach 
in which was a party of about 65, 
members of Company X, Second Re; 
ment, ©, N. G., known as the Grays, 
and Governor Woodruff and members 
of his staff. 

When the engines crashed together 
and in their embrace rolled down the 
embankment they carried down 
death with them their crews. Three of 
the dead, the two engineers, and one 
fireman, were taken from the wreck- 
age, their bodies tormm, bmised, and 
blackened by the fire from the wreck, 
while the body of the other fireman 
was, at last reports, still under the 
mass of twisted iron. 

Tenders Hurled Backwards. 

The tenders of the locomotives did 
not leaye the rails but were hurled 
backwards and into the coaches be- 
hind them. In the case of the special 
the coach was badly wrecked and the 
occupants almost all of them received 
some hurt. The baggage car oi the 
regular was telescoped. 

The dead are: Wm. Fisher of New 
Haven, Wm. Norton of Waterbury, 
Charles Carpenter, and G. Erickson 
of New Haven. 


WAS ENGINEER GUILTY? 


Blamed by Coroner’s Jury and War- 
rant For His Arrest Issued. 
New Haven, Conn., March 4.—A 
coroner's jury returned a preliminary 
finding Saturday to the effect that 
William E. Fisher, engineer of the 
special train that was wrecked at 
Waterbury, disobeyed orders, thereby 
causing the death of three persons, 
the probable fatal injury of two Na- 
tional Guardsmen, and the injury of 
twenty other persons. 
_ No trace of Fishers body was found 
in the wreckage, and the supposition 
is that he jumped and fled. A war- 
rant has been issued for his arrest. 


GUELPH TRAIN WRECK. 


Scrutiny of Broken Rail Shows Rust 
In the Break. 

Guelph, March 4.—A thorough in- 
vestigation into the cause of the wreck 
on the G. T. R. near here will be 
made by the Government. Mr. Ed. ©. 
Lalonde of Ottawa, accompanied by 
Mr. A. Bougault, has arrived to get 
all the information that is to be had 
from every source available. Mr. La- 
londe made an inspection of the brok- 
en rail at the Police Court, in com- 
pany with Chief Randall and Coroner 
Dr. Robinson. The small piece of the 
rail was weighed at the market scales, 
and the condition of the broken steel 
and the pounded ends was carefully 
inspected. The condition of the raw 
steel where the break occurred, shows 
that the break did not go clear through 
at the one time, for in places the steel 
is covered with rust, while in others 
it is bright. But, although a portion 
of the break looks fresh, the pounded 
condition of the broken ends seems 
to indicate that the rail was broken 
clear through some time before the 
train was derailed. ‘ 


WAS FOUND ON TRACK. 


£rnest Ironside Met Death Mysterious- 
ly Near Port Arthur. 

Port Arthur, March 4—Peculiar 
wounds on the body of Brest Iron- 
side, who was supposed to have been 
killed by a snow-plopgh near Mac- 
kenzie on the @. P. R., and the find- 
ing of a blood-stained knife and signs 
of a struggle, have led Coroner Laurie 
to hold an inquest, which will be con- 
tinued to-day. 

The theory is that Tronside was 
beaten and stabbed, and that his body 
then was placed on the tracks to 
make death appear accidental. His 
clothes were torn and cuts on his arms 
indicate that he tried to ward off 
blows.

The injured are foreigners. They 
were seriously burned, but it is be- 
lieved they will recover. 

The mine is very gaseous, and the 
{men worked with safety lamps. 

It was at first reported that a large 
number of men were entombed in the 
mine, but this arose from the acci- 
dent at the Holden Mine near Scran- 
ton. 

Oil Explosion Burns Twelve. 

New York, March 4—Mrs. Ben- 
jamin P. O’Connell, 42 years of age, 
| was probably fatally injured, her hus- 
band, aged 43, seriously injured, and 
several of their ten small children 
painfully injured, by an explosion of a 
can of kerosene oil at their home in 
Brooklyn last night. The explosion of 
the can caused a lamp to explode also. 
The mother, father and children re- 
ceived burns as they ran through the 
flames to the street. 

Struck By Semaphore. 

Toronto, March 4——George Allan of 
Paris, Ont., is in Grace Hospital suf- 
fering from a fracture of the skull and 
severe scalp wounds and it not ex- 
pected to recover, although he is still 
conscious. 

Allan was found on Saturday after- 
noon in a car in the G-T.R. yards. He 
was in charge of a car of sheep being 
sent by Telfer Bros. of Paris to the 
Ottawa Live Stock Show. 

The injured man was looking ont of 
the door of the car and was struck by 
a semaphore arm or some other ob- 
Ject. He is not able to tell just what 
struck him.

Of ‘the [(Antarctioc' : expeditions, 
Borchzrevink’s party in ithe ‘South-

Tt was the Eskimos who set ‘tho 
model for the jgraves of the Arctio 
explorers; indeed, it is the only mode 
of burial possible.

WANTS TO RENEW CHARTER, — 


Emmerson s Extension of Time 
to Canadian Northern. 

Ottawa, March 1.—The Canadian 
Northern Ontario Railway Co. bill, 
to give the company permission to 
build branch lines in Ontario, was 
considered again in the Commons 

‘way Committee yesterday morn- 
ing. It was discovered that the clause 
limiting the time for construction 
covered ‘‘the lines of railway which 
the company is hereby or has hereto- 
fore been authorized to construct.” 

Mr. Emmerson pointed out that the 
addition of the words, ‘‘or has hereto- 
fore been” would grant an extension 
of time to all other lines of the: rail- 
way granted in previous years to the 
James Bay Railway Co., such as the 
line from Toronto to Ottawa and from 
Toronto to Sudbury. Some of these 
branches might be outlawed by now. 
He said the bill appeared to be a sur- 
reptitious attempt to renew charters.

SLAIN BY BLACK HAND. 


Italian Murdered In Saloon as An Act 
of Vengeance. 

New York, March 1.—One man is 
dead and two others have serious bul- 
let wounds as a result of a free fight 
In Curley’s saloon at Third Avenue 


and 117th Street early yesterday. All’ 


of those involyed were Italians. 
Michael Gallo, the dead man, is said 
by the police to have been prominent 
in the Black Hand Society, and their 
theory is that his murder was an act 
of reprisal for a breach of confidence 
on his part. Louis Indorf, bar tender; 
Louis Zimmerman, contractor, and 
Lorenzo Condessa were arrested. In- 
dorf and Zimmerman are wounded. 
Zimmerman told the police that he 
had gone to the back room of the 
saloon with a woman about four 
o'clock yesterday morning. There were 
many persons there. Suddenly there 
was a shot, followed by a regular 
fusilade, and in a moment the room 
was so filled with smoke that it was 
impossible to see anything. When the 
police reached the place they found 
Gallo dead with four bullets in the 
‘body. Five more bullet holes were 
found in the walls of the back room. 
Zimmerman and Indorf were arrest- 
ed when they went to a nearby hos- 
pital to have their wounds dressed.

Fire Drill In Schools to Be Made 
Compulsory. 


IS ESSENTIAL TO SAFETY 


Minister of Education Will Issue 
Stringent Regulations Dealing With 
the Subject—Government Not Pre- 
pared to Discuss Question of 
Two Cent Rate—Gillies Limit 
Closed to Prospectors. 


Toronto, March 2.—Compulsory fire 
drill and the placing of kindergarten 
children on the ground flats of the 
public schools are matters which the 
Government has under consideration 
in view of the sorrowful disaster this 
week in Montreal. The question was 
brought up in the Legislature yester- 
day afterncon by Mr. T. H. Preston, 
member for Brant, who analyzed the 
causes and deducted the lessons to be 
learned from the fire in a Montreal 
school, resulting in the death of a 
number of little children. The Pre- 
mier and the Minister of Education 
both expressed their conviction that 
fire drill in the public schools was es- 
sential to the safety of the children. 

Two Cent Rate Not Favored. 

The Goyernment cannot be said to 
have any immediate contemplation of 
the adoption of a two-cent rate on the 
Temiskaming & Northern Ontario 
Railway. A direct question as to the 
Government’s intention by Mr. B. J. 
B. Pense was met by Hr. Dr. Reaume 
with an evasive reply. It was a mat- 
ter, the Minister said, that could only 
be answered by declarations of the 
Government from time to time. 

The return from West Middlesex 
was read by the Clerk, and Mr. Dun- 
can Ross, the member-elect, and son 


of Hon. Geo. W. Ross, will’ be intro- | 


duced to the House on Tuesday by 
Mr. A. G. MacKay and Mr. ©. N. 
Smith. 
Make Fire Drill Compulsory. 
Mr. Preston (Brant) called attention 
of the Government to the loss of life 
in a schoolhouse in Montreal. Assur- 
ance should ‘be made doubly sure that 
no such disaster should occar in On- 
tario. There were four causes: the 
kindergarten department was on the 
upper floor, the stairway was faulty in 
construction, there was no system of 
fire drill, and no fire escapes. He 
would like to see fire drill made com- 
pulsory in the schools of Ontario, and 
also all kindergarten classes on the 
ground floors of school buildings. 
Hon. Dr. Pyne, Minister of Educa- 


tion, said that the Government al- | 


teady had the question under con- 
sideration. 

The Premier declared that the fire 
drill was worth all the fire escapes 


and appliances which could be devis- 
ed. 


Not Prepared to Answer. 

In the absence of Mr, Pense (King- 
ston) Mr. Preston (Brant) asked the 
following question:—‘“Is it the inten- 
tion to establish a two-cent per mile 
Passenger rate upon the Temiskaming 
& Northern Ontario Railway, and to 
Provide for it upon all railways here- 
after voted subsidies by the Legisla- 
tare?” 

Hon. Dr. Reaume replied that the 
question involved a question of policy 
of an extended nature which could 
only be answered by a declaration of 
the Government from time to time. 

Rights In Gillies Limit. 

Hon. Mr. Cochrane, replying to 
questions by Mr. Labrosse, said the 
Government had not received any 
bona fide offers for the mineral rights 
in the Gillies limits. If offers were re- 
ceived it was not the intention of the 
Government to accept the same, nor 
was it the present intention of the 
Government to parcel out the limits 
and sell or lease the same. Finally the 
Government had no intention of open- 
ing the limits to prospectors. 

The Mines Act. 

In committee several clauses of 
Hon. Mr. Cochrane’s bill to amend 
the mines act were passed. Some are 


intended to make the act more de-* 


finite in respect to the powers of the 
mining commissioner. The provision 
allowing the issue of working permits 
in special cases where discovery has 
been disallowed was struck out as 
probably endangering the principle of 
discovery. 
To Assist Firemen. 

Toronto, March 2.—A deputation 
representing the voluntter firemen of 
the province waited on Hon. Mr. Ma- 
theson yesterday to ask assistance for 
the establishment of a home for aged 
and disabled members from among 
their ranks. 

The suggestion was made that the 
municipalities collect two per cent. on 
all insurance policies to be devoted to 
this purpose. 

Mr. Matheson pointed ont that un- 
der the Supplementary Revenue Act 
the province had only power to cal- 
lect one-third of one per cent. 


Bandits Give Trouble. 

St. Petersburg, March 2.—_The fight- 
ing between Chinese bandits and Rus- 
sian troops at a point 20 miles north 
of Harbin, which resulted in the send- 
ing of Russian reinforcements to the 
scene, has occasioned increasing ap- 
prehension here, as the Russian troops 
in that section have been reduced to 
numbers of bare necessity and would 
not be able to cope with a large out- 
break. 

_The Foreign. Office is not willing to 
give an opinion as to what Bleps will 
be necessary until it will be better in- 
formed as to the nature of the hostile 
forces arrayed against the Russians. 


‘Serious Accident to Toronto Ex- 
press Near Kemptville. 


TWO TRAIN MEN KILLED 


Passengers Are Severety Shaken But 
Not Seriously Injured — Men Are 
Pinned Under Wreckage and Slow- 

ly Burned to Death — Engines 
Were Telescoped—Mai! Matter 
Was Entirely Destroyed. 


Smith’s Palls, March 2.—A head-on 
collision occurred on the O. P. R. at 
Mountain Station at 6 o'clock yester- 
day morning. No. 6 express, east- 
bound, which left Smith’s Falls at 
5 o'clock yesterday morning, crashed 
into a freight, westbound, on the 
same track, 

The express does not stop at Moun- 
tain Station, and it is said was run- 
ning ot fifty miles an hour when the 
collision occurred about a hundred 
rods east of that station. 

The track is straight at this place, 
and the crews were able to see the 
impending danger, and all jumped to 
save their lives. In this they were 
fortunately successful. 

Engineer Loses Fingers. 

Engineer Daniel Hartney, of 
Smith’s Falls, the driver of the ex- 
press, sustained the most painful in- 
guries, but escaped with the loss of 
three fingers. He was bruised and suf- 
fered slight injuries otherwise, as did 
all the crew, but the only serious 
‘thing is the loss of Mr. Hartney’s 
‘fingers. 

It is supposed he lost his fingers in 
trying to apply the brakes or reverse 
his engine before the awful impact 
eame.

Engines Were Telescoped. ‘ 

The two engines were telescoped in 
each other, and were practically ruin- 
ed. The express car next the engine 
and the baggage car next to that re- 
ceived the full force of the collision. 
There was a stove in each, and either 
from these or from the lamps the 
wreck took fire. In a few minutes both 
these cars were enveloped in flames. 

The baggageman, Lesperance, had 
just opened the door of his car for a 
minute when the crash came. He was 
thrown through the opening, and to 
this, no doubt, owes his life. He was 
scratched and scarred about the face 
from plowing through the snow, but 
he was not badly hurt. 

Slowly Burned Alive. 

The express messenger, Wm. Hut- 
chins, and his assistant, Nichol, were 
less fortunate. They essayed to get out 
of the car, but the legs of one were 
caught by some of the wreckage, and 
he could not free himself. The other 
succeeded in getting his head and 
shoulders through the window of the

car, but he was caught there and | 


conld get no further. 

Immediately these two cars took 
fire. The two unhappy men, thus pin- 
joned down, saw the flames surround- 
ing them and rapidly coming nearer 
and nearer to them. They cried out 
in their extremity for assistance, and 
quickly the passengers and those of 
the crew who were able to do any- 
thing responded, but they were un- 
able to succor them. 

Unable to Rescue Them. 

So great was the heat from the 
flames that it was impossible to do 
much, but all that could be done was 
done to rescue the doomed men. Pas- 
sengers took turns in chopping at the 
car to free the messenger, who was 
partly out of the window. 

An effort was made to pull him ont, 
but he was fast imprisoned and could 
not be released. With piteous appeals 
for hetp, and in sight of the horror- 
stricken crowd, who were powerless to 
save, both men were burned to. death. 
In the burning debris of this car there 
seems to be the head of a third man, 
and it is thought there were three 
lives lost, though who the third may 
be is not yet known. 

The first-ctass passenger coach was 
only slightly injured, and no damage 
was done to the rest of the coaches. 
One freight car only was destroyed. 
Conductor Burt was in charge of the 
passenger train. 

The wreck is the result of an un- 
pardonable blunder by somebody, 
which the investigation that must be 
held, will no doubt disclose. The tele- 
graph operator at Mountain, it is said, 

as been in a fainting condition since 
the collision. 

Mail All Destroyed. 

In the mail car was a particularly 
large mail from Toronto and Western 
points for the United Kingdom, and 
every bit of it was destroyed. The offi- 
cials cannot explain how the fire 
could have started so quickly, and, 
while they state it must haye been 
due to one of the engines exploding, 
they cannot understand how it could 
have gained such headway, so quickly. 

The crew oF the freight train sayed 
themselves by jumpmg.

MONTREAL MOURNS. 


Victims of School Fire Followed to the 
Grave by Thousands. 

Montreal, March 2-—A _ touching 
scene was witnessed at MHochelaga 
when ten little coffins were removed 
to St. Mary’s church at noon yester- 
day for the funeral service over the 
remains of the victims of the Hoche- 
Jaga school holocaust. 

When the coffins were ranged along 
in front of the altar they were liter- 
ally covered with flowers from all sec- 
tions of the community, from school- 
mates and teachers, from citizens of 
high and low degree, from French 
and English Canadians alike. 

The fact that many of the bereaved 
parents have been but a short time 
in Canada, having recently come here 
from England, gave additional impet- 
us to the desire to prove the sincerity 
of feeling for them in their affliction. 

Thousands of Mourners. 

The service was directed by the 
Rey. Henry Jekell, rector, one of 
whose children narrowly escaped. 

The service was most affecting. An 
immense throng collected, far greater 
than could gain admittance to the 
church. A pathetic picture was the 
part taken by the little school mates 
foneral 
cortege of ten hearses left the church 
for Mount Royal cemetery, there was 
an escort of 35 police and an immense 
concourse of people. 


SCULLERS MEET. 


Canadian Misses World ChampionshIp 
by Very Narrow Margin. 
Nepean, Australia, March 2.—(G. A.

The weather was dull before the 
race, a hot thunder storm threaten- 
ing as the men pulled out from the 
landing stages of their boat houses 
for the start. 

Both were trained to the minute 
and seemed equally confident. 

By three o’clock the train loads and 
boat excursions had filled all the 
points of vantage along the river. 
When the men backed up to their 
buoys, the current was sluggish and 
the river low. 

It was a desperate race over the 
entire straightaway three miles, day- 
light being barely preceptible between 
the boats at the finish, the Austra- 
lian’s margin being a scant boat 
length. 

The victory of the citizen of the 
Commonwealth was a popular one and 
Towns was greeted with taumultnous 
applause as he rowed over to Dur- 
nan’s water and shook hands with 
his vanquished and plucky opponent. 

The Canadian, too, was liberally 
serenaded with cheers by the great- 
est concourse that ever witnessed a 
race since Ned Hanlan rowed in Aus- 
tralia.

St. Petersburg, March 2.—The fol- 
lowing details of the murder Wednes- 
day at Karenoyarak, Siberia, of Gen.

The general was walking on the 
street at five o'clock in the afternoon, 
with some friends, and he referred 
jokingly to a threatening letter he had 
received that day, saying he would be 
killed at five o’clock that afternoon.

Dueling os It Was In France In the 
Mime of Richelieu, 

‘Yhe passion for dueling, which bad 
“cost France, it was said, between 7,000 
ni 8,000 Mves during the twenty 
years of Elenry IV.'s relgn, was at Its 
height when hls son came to the 
<iirone. ‘The counell of Trent in 1545 
liad solmenly condemned the practice 
of single combat, impartially fncluding 
principals, seconds and spectators 1p 
i(s penalty of excommunication. In 
1602 an edict of Henry pronounced the 
“damnable custom of dueling {ntroduc- 
ed by the corruption of the century” 
fo be the cause of so many piteous ac- 
eldents, to the extreme regret and dis- 
ypleasure of the king and to the irrep- 
arable damage of the state “that we 
@hould count ourselyes unworthy to 
fold the scepter if we delayed to re- 
press the enormity of this crime.” 

A whole series of edicts followed to 
pfhe same effect, but it was easier to 
make edicts than to enforce them. 
Degradation, itmprisonment, confisca- 
‘tion of property, Joss of civil rights and 
death were the penalties attached to 
tt nfringement of the laws against 
dueling, and still the practice prevail- 
ed. in 1626 Richelleu published a 
milder form of prohibition. The first 
offense was no longer capital, a third 
only of the offender's property was to 
jbe confiseated, and the judges were 
permitted to recognize extenuating 
circumstances, 

A. few months later the Comte de 
Bouteyille thought fit to test the min- 
fster's patience in this direction, The 
Place Royale had long been a fayorite 
dueling ground, and De Bouteyille 
traveled from Brussels to fight his 
twenty-second duel here, in the heart 
of Paris, in deliberate defiance of the 
ikiog's authority. The result was not 
encouraging, Montmorency though he 
was, tle count went with his second

BURNING IN EFFIGY. 


A Custom Born of the Superstition 
of the Ancients. 

The burning of people in effigy has 
come from a foolish superstition of the 
ancients, who believed that by burn- 
ing a Iikeuess of a person they were 
inflicting aln upon the individual him- 
self. Theocritus tells us that the Greek 
sorcerers killed thelr enemies by magic 
rites performed oyer the effigy, of the 
person who had offended them, and 
Virgil also makes mention of this. 

In the days of witchcraft and perse- 
cutlon one of the most common charges 
against witches was that they made 
waxen images of their enemies which 
they melted before a fire and thus 
caused the dissolution of the originals. 

The Japanese still regard the effigy 
as a means of punishment of faithless 
loyers, and in Mrance to the time of 
the first revolution execution by effigy 
was a legal rife. In the Netherlands 
the same {llogical custom prevailed, 
and the different religions burned the 
effigies of each other’s leaders with 
zeul. %n Dngland the burning of ef- 
figies was also practiced, os it was 
later in America. 

No doubt from the ancient custom of 
burning the effigy arose the idea of 
placing the wax figures of eminent men 
in Westminster abbey. In olden times 
upon the death of a celebrity a waxen 
figure representing him fully dressed 
as In life was made and carried in the 
rear of the funeral procession. After 
the service the effigy was set up in the 
church as a temporary monument, and 
during the time it was on exhibition it 
was customary to paste or pin pleces 
of paper containing complimentary 
epltapbhs upon it, The royal figures in 
Westminster abbey date back to the 
fourteenth century.—New York Trib- 
une.

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THE HUMAN MACHINE 


MAN'S BODY AND ITS WONDERS OF 
MECHANICAL DEVICES. 


Many of the Inventlons of the Day 
Aro Infringements on the Clever 
and Ingenious Devices Rogistered 
In Nature's Patent Office. 


So fearfully and wonderfully is the 
buman body made that selentists are 
beginning to realize that many of the 
inventions of the day are infringe- 
ments on nature's patent office. A 
good deal of trouble and worry in the 
past could have been nvolded had tn- 
ventors mado a careful study of the 
devices employed in making these hu- 
man bodies of ours tho useful things 
they are. The principles of the block 
and pulley or the tackle could have 
been discovered ages before had tho 
files of nature's patent office been ran- 
sacked, for there are several completo 
pulleys in the body, notably the one 
which moves the eyeball inward to- 
ward the nose. 

Wngineers made exhaustlye tests and 
experiments before they discovered 
that a hollow shaft or rod of tron or 
steel Is about twice os strong as a 
solid one. Yet nature had patented 
this device {n our bones since the birth 
of Adam and Wye, and every impor- 
tant bone ts practically constructed on 
this prineiple. Lhe ball and socket of 
the hip bones were the forerunners of 
the modern ball bearings, and It was 
the first automatie olling machihe used 
in the world.

The principles of the safety valye 
for steam engines are not so new a3 
they seem. Our human bodies carry 
with them the first automatic safety 
valves ever designed, There are up- 
ward of 2,500,000 of them. We call 
them by the common name of sweat 
glands. Wach such little gland has a 
safety valve which lets off heat from 
the body when it gets beyond a safe 
temperature. We cannot stand a rise 
of more than 8 to 10 degrees of tem- 
perature and liye. If therefore the 


| 2,500,000 safety valves were closed for 


twenty-four hours, death would super- 
vene. 

Adam’s apple was the first storage 
cistern ever built, and It works with 
automatle regularity through health 
and sickness. It is a most important 
organ of the body, although for cen- 
turies it was considered a superfluous 
attachment. It regulates the flow of 
blood between the heart and the brain. 
‘When {t ceases to operate, somebody 
dles of apoplexy or a rush of blood to 
the brain. When the heart sends up 
too much blood to the head, the Adam’s 
apple steps In to check the flow and 
itore 1t up for future emergencies. If 
the heart {s temporarily weakened or 
put out of good running order, the 
blood stored In this cistern Is given up 
and sent to the brain. ‘The perfect 
working of this little deyice is appar- 
ent when we consider how compara- 
tively few die of rush of blood to the 
brain or from a deficiency of supply. 

The eye has a score of small jnyen- 
tions worthy of recording, the ear 
nearly a3 many more and the vital 
organs an equal number, here is the 
liyer with its quarantine station. Let 
any poisons enter our systems with 
food and they are immediately held up 
at this quarantine station and destroy- 
ed by a secret process. It 1s only 
when poisons enter in large quantities 
that the station cannot handle them. 

But the stomach co-operates with the 
liver and’ intercepts some of the pol- 
sons. ‘Chere are small machines there 
which manufacture minute quantities 
of bydrochlorie acid from the salts 
eaten. This acid is made In exact pro- 
portion to the amount of food consum- 
ed and suffices to destroy the microbes 
which we swallow. But there is eyen 
a third quarantine station located In 
the mouth. Millions of microbes are 
destroyed in the mouth daily by the 
Juices elaborated there for this very 
purpose, If it was not for these threo 


quarantine stations working continu- H 


ously night and day, we should be kill- 
ed off by microbes within an hour aft 
er eating a meal. 

In the ear there 1s a little device 
which might baye been the original of 
our modern compressed air inventions. 
The delicate drum of the ear must have 
on equal pressure from the outside and 
inside to recelye and transmit the 
sound yibrations. To make this pos- 
sible the eustachlan tube was devised. 
Its function is to regulate the alr pres- 
sure inside the ear, Let it fall to worl, 
and one becomes stone deat. 

In the bones of the head there are 
Many ttle channels hollowed out 
which are called the semicircular ca- 
nals. These canals are filled with fuld 
lymph. Wor centuries no one could un- 
derstand thelr meaning. Some phy- 
siclans considered them of no use. 
This tendency to belittlo organs In the 
human body whose functions could not 
be explained has characterized more 
than one generation of savants. Now 
these peculiar semicireular canals are 
known to be wonderful little devices to 
assist us In keeping our balance. They 
act 2 goou deal a8 the ballast does on 
a ship, or, more properly speaking, lIlke 
the fluld in a spirit level. The brain 
keeps an eye on this spirlt leyel and Is 
made conscious of the body's relatiya 
position, The fluld flows back and 
forth in the canals, and when ‘we get 
it at a dnngerous angle the brain 
knows it.—New York Tribune.

‘Cars Totter On Bridge Over 
\ Niagara River. 


CHASM OF 180 FEET DEEP 


Car Jumps the Track—Tears Up Rails 
and Broaks Away From Train— 
Hangs as In a Balance Over the 

Edge—Was a Thrilling Spectacle 
—No Lives Were Lost—Dam- 


age is Several Hundred. 

Niogara Falls, March %1.—A car 
Sone! the track on ‘the steel arch 

ridge of the Grand Trunk over the 
river, tore up the wooden filling be- 
tween the heavy stringers, broke 
away from the train about the middle 
of the bridge and tottered on the edge 

aturday. 
ne car behind it, pulled from the 
rails, plunged across the structure to 
the north sido snd Biapped with ‘the 

d hagging well out. 
ae aaa as though a breath would 
topple either car into the rapids, 180 
feet below. 

A New York Central switching crew 
took a long freight train from the Le- 
high Valley yards on the American 
side to pull it to the Grand Trunk 
yards on the Canadian side. 

Car Jumps the Track. 

As the engine passed the ywater-tank 
switch, about 600 years from the east- 
ern end of the bridge, an empty re- 
frigerator car about the middle of the 
train left the rails. It bumped along 
the ties, across Lewiston avenue, tear- 
ing up the planking and ballast. 

There being a sharp curve around 
the postoffice at the American en- 
trance to the bridge, the engineer did 
not hear the cries of spectators nor 
see the signals of the crew. The train 
kept on over the bridge, the derailed 
car staying well within the rails, but 
smashing the railroad deck. 

The car broke loose when about half 
Way across. It swerved to one side, 
ripped through the pipe railing and 
bung as if in a balance. 

Stops At Edge of Bridge. 

The next car, jerked fromthe track 
by breaking of the train, veered off. 
One of the trucks caught in the bridge 
and the car stopped at the edge, one 
end swaying over the river, 

The wrecking crews of both the New 
York Central and ‘the Grand Trunk 
hauled off the forward and rear ends 
of the train. They they carefully pull- 
ed the two cars back, jacked them up 
and put them on the rails. 

The damage to the ‘bridge will be 
covered by a few hundred Gollars, 
‘being in the main to ‘the wooden 
stringers and the deck. 

There practically was no interrup- 
tion of traffic, the derailment having 
,Gecurred on the south “track. 
| The accident is said ‘to have been 
{the first of its kind here.

TORONTO’S CIVIC RECEPTION 


Will Visit Chief Canadian Cittes on 
Way to Japan—To Be Guest of Gov- 
ernor-Genera!—Describes His Emi- 
gration Schemes — Repudiates 
Idea of Bringing Strike-Break- 
ers—Commends Jail Farm. 


Toronto, March 11.—Genoral Wil- 
am Booth of the Salvation Army 
reached the city shortly before noon 
Saturday, and was escorted to Gov- 
ernment House, where he will be a 
guest during his stay in Toronto. 
There was no demonstration by the 
Army. At 4.15 in the afternoon he 
was tendered a civic reception at the 
City Hall, which was largely attend- 
ed, In the evening he was greeted 
by Army offic d soldiers from all 
parts of Cann: who thronged Bond 
street Congregational Church to the 
doors, and who gave the venerable 
commander a rousing welcome. 

Plan of Campaign. 

In answer to questions as to his 
plan of campaign he general said: 

“First of all I stay in Toronto for 
@ week and see my officers, and do

what I can to.advance generally the 
interests of humanity and religion. 
Then to Montreal and Ottawa, where 
I stay with the Governor. Afterwards 
‘to Winnipeg, Vancouver and Seattle. 
From there I sail for Japan. I ex- 
pect to spend my 78th-birthday, the 
10th of April, on the Pacific Ocean.’’ 

Speaking of his emigration schemes 
he went on ‘to say: 

Emigration Work a Science. 

“The Salvation Army is rapidly re- 
ducing emigration to a science. What 
has been done has created the con- 
fidence now existing. Whatever peo- 
ple may think of the religious opera- 
tions of the Salvation Army, and 
whatever they may thing of our pecul- 
iar methods—and they are somewhat 
peculiar, forcing religion on the at- 
tention of men—I ‘think the large ma- 
jority (seven-eighths probably) of ‘the 
people of England believe we are re- 
liable. They ‘haye not been equal to 
the task, and they turn to us. When 
I came away we were getting 1,000 
letters a day, 750 letters and 250 ap- 
plications at least a day, and as these 
represent families, the work is very 
important. 

Commends Ontario. 

He commended the Ontario system

vanced to them. 

“Tt is a wonderful plan, and it is the

EARTH IN DANGER. 
Vesuvian Astronomer Matteucci Fears 
Comet Will Ignite Atmosphere. 
London, March 11—The approach 
of a new comet which will imperil the 
world has been announced by Prof. 
Lorenzo Matteucci, of the Royal Ob- 
geryatory on Mount Vesuvius, who

Match Factory. | FACTORY BURNED OUT 


Fire Does Damage Amounting 
to $185,000. 


SEVERAL FIREMEN HURT 


Thousands of People Witness Con- 
flagration—Loss It Partly Covered 
by Insurance Up to $145,000, in 
Several Companies—Captain of 

Fire Fighters Breaks His Col- 
lar Bone—Hospital Escaped. 


Toronto, March 11.—The most de- 
structive fire in a long time totally 
wrecked the premises: of the Toronto 
Plate Glass Importing Co., 185 to 143 
Victoria street, early Saturday after- 
noon. The building was of four stor- 
eys, going back 117 feet to a lane, The 
loss is estimated at $185,000, with in- 
surance of $145,000. 

Falling walls and flying glass were 
a menace to the firemen and several 
were more or less hurt. Capt. Wm. 
Crawford of Hose 4, Berkeley street, 
had his collar-bone broken. He was 
struck by a ladder, which was thrown 
over by the collapse of a wall. 

Delay in sending in an alarm doom- 
ed the building before the firemen 
arrived. It is stated that when a boy, 
an employe of the building, ran to 
the corner of Queen and Yonge streets 
to send in an alarm a policemen re- 
fused to credit that there was a fire, 
and would not lef him pull the box. 
One man says he stood in the lane 
in rear of the building for over 10 
minutes watching the fira spread. He 
took it for granted that somebody else 
was calling the fire department. 

Was Full of Fire. 

Anyway, when the firemen did ar- 
tive on a telephone alarm about 2.15, 
the building was full of fire and when 
6 minutes later the alarm box at St. 
Michael’s Hospital, across the lane to 
the rear, was struck, Deputy Chief 
Noble says that the flames were dis- 
tinctly visible from Queen and Port- 
land streets, a mile and a half away, 
the flames having gotten through the 
roof. 

Thousands of people out for Satur- 
day afternoon amusement were at- 
tracted by the pall of smoke and the 
billows of flame and seemed to enjoy 
the two hours of excitement that was 
furnished. The conflagration was one 
of the most spectacular for the gener- 
al public in a long while, for the pyro- 
technics were within plain view while 
the full fighting force of the fire de- 
partment labored heroically with ex- 
tension ladders, aerial trucks and 
throbbing engines. The tumbling walls 
added the necessary evident spice of 
danger to satisfy the most fastidious 
taste. 


Hospital In Danger. 

Tenants in nearby buildings had to 
vacate, and St. Michael’s Hospital 
and the new six-storey building at 
Queen and Victoria streets were for 
a time in danger. Once the hospital 
roof ignited, but the blaze was 
promptly quenched. 

The loss as estimated by S. J. Ruth- 
erford, manager of the company, is 
$185,000, divided $40,000 on building, 
$20,000 on plant and $125,000 on stock 
There is an insurance of $145,000 scat- 
tered among a score of the leading 
companies. 

The following officers and men of 
the fire brigade were also hurt during 
the fire: Capt. W. J. Smith, truck 1, 
hand badly ent, and Lieut. Deans of 
truck 2, back and arm injured. Fire- 
men Armstrong, Spence and Water- 
man received minor injuries, 


REVENUE INCREASES. 


in Eight Months Figures Show a Gain 
of $5,000,000. 

Ottawa, March 11— The financial 
returns of the Dominion for the eight 
months ending with February shows 
& revenue of $57,986,513, an increase 
of over eight million dollars, as com- 
pared with the same time in the 
previous year. The expenditure was 
$37,629,000, an increase of about a 
half million dollars, so that there 
was a betterment in the finances of 
over seven and a half millions. In 
the capital expenditure there was an 
imcrease of one and a quarter mil- 
lion. This leaves a total increase in 
revenue of five millions. The figures 
for the month of February show an 
increase in the revenue of nearly two 
millions and an increase in the ex- 
penditure of about one million, 


WILL MAINTAIN NAVY. 


First Lord of the Admiralty Denies 
Peace Conference Rumors. 
London, March 11.—The Lord of the 
Admiralty, Baron Tweedmouth, in 
a@ speech at Oxford Saturday night, 
referred to the fact that the Goyermn- 
ment was receiving considerable ob- 
liquy from untruthful statements re- 
garding its action in the matter of the 

Hague peace conference. 

The Government, he said, did not 
intend to weaken its nayal power, be- 
lieving the British navy must be kept 
sufficient for its purposes, whatever 
the cost. 

“We should go to The Hague,” he 
said, “fully desirons of reduction, and, 
if the other powers do not meet us, 
they must take the responsibility.” 


Alleged Curious Fraud. 
Kingston, March 11.—An angry hus- 
band, living apart from his wife, has 
threatened law against parties for 
fraud in attempting to palm another 
woman’s baby upon him as his own. 
Tt is said that a married woman con- 
nived with a young woman from the 
country to assume her child at birth, 
The two entered the maternity ward 
of the hospital on the same day, but 
@ nurse soon found out the deception 
of the married woman and exposed 
the fraud. The husband, when he 
went to the hospital, was told by his 
wife that the baby was dead and 
taken away. Later he learned the 

real facts, and there is trouble.

CAUGHT AT LAST. 


Bank Clerk Arrested After a Chase of 
Seven Months. 


Winnipeg, March 11.—Chased thon: 
sands of miles and having escaped | 
pursuit for nearly seyen months, 
Henry Douglas Anderson, former 
clerk in the branch of the Bank of 
England at Manchester, Eng., was 
captured Saturday near Dominion 
City by Provincial Constable Waddell. 

Anderson has been working there 
weeks for a farmer about twelve miles 
from the town. When arrested he | 
made no attempt to deny that he was | 
the man wanted. He does refuse to 
admit the charge of theft on which he 
will be arraigned when he is taken 
back to stand trial. 

It is alleged that Anderson, while ' 
employed by the bank ot Manchester, 
stole £1,031. Large quantities of coin 
passed through his hands, and it ia 
supposed he substituted copper coin 
for gold. 

Before the alleged theft was detect- 
ed Anderson left the employ of the 
bank coming to Winnipeg last Au- 
gust and putting up at the Imperial 
Hotel, where he stayed for about a 
month. 

He returned to the old country un- 
til about six weeks ago, going to work 
for the farmer near Dominion City 
on his return. 

The provincial police authorities 
were notified shortly after Anderson’s 
first departure from Tngland, and a 
search was made for him, but without 
success, 

On the second arrival here, the po- 
lice got a clue that led to his arrest. 

The authorities in England have 
been communicated with, and an offi- 
cer will be sent here to take the pris- 
ener back to stand trial. 

Anderson is about 42 years of age, 
quiet and unassuming. 


GREAT BRITAIN AND RUSSIA. 


Two Powers Make a Deal With View 
to Protect Persia, 

London, March 11.—The internal 
affairs of Persia, which, according to 
official information, are far from sat- 
isfactory, are being closely watched 
by_the officials of the Foreign Office. 

Great Britain and Russia have al- 
ready agreed on the steps to be taken 
by them. Great Britain anticipates 
that, should the condition of the coun- 
try reach a critical stage, the Shah 
who frequently called’ on Russia be- 
fore he ascended the throne for finan- 
cial assistance and sought the advice 
of the representatives of that country 
in other emergencies, will ask for Rus- 
sia’s help to restore order. 

The Russian Government could 
comply with the request with the full 
knowledge that no objection would be 
made by Great Britain. Russia may 
eyen offer assistance without the in- 
vitation of the Shah, an offer which 
Great Britain would advise the Per- 
sian ruler to accept. 

Great Britain would do her part by 
sending war ships to the Persian Gulf 
ports, but she would not go further 
unless the landing of a force became 
necessary to protect foreigners in 
Southern Persia, which by agreement 
would be recognized as Great Britain’s 
sphere oi influence. 

This condition is a result of negotia- 
tions that have been going on tw lve 
months for the settlement of all out- 
standing differences between the two 
powers, which continue to progress 
satisfactorily, and which shortly may 
be brought to a successful close. 

This better understanding between 
Russia and Great Britam has made 
smoother the negotiations between 
Russia and Japan.

80 SAILORS KILLED 


Battleship Destroyed, and Hun- 
dreds Badly Injured. 


WAS FULL OF EXPLOSIVES 


Explosion of Magazines Hurled Bodies 
Through the Air—Were 630 on Board 
at the Time—Accident Was Caus- 
ed by Bursting of a Torpedo— 
Men Jumped Into the Water 
—Complete Panic Prevailed. 


Toulon, France, March 13.—The 
powder magazine on board the French 
battleship Jena blew up yesterday af- 
ternoon, resulting in the death of 
Capt. Adigard, her commandes ; Capt. 
Vernier, chief of staff of the Mediter- 
ranean squadron, and eighty blue- 
jackets, and frightfully injuring Rear 
‘Admiral Manceron and hundreds of 
other men. 

Naval circles are aghast at the ca- 
tastrophe, and the public is stunned, 
coming as it does so soon after the 
loss of French submarine boat Lutin, 
in which sixteen men perished. 

Practically the entire afterpart of 


| the Jena was blown to pieces. The 


bodies of the victims were hurled 
through tho air by a succession of ex- 
plosions, and the panic-stricken work- 
men at the arsenal fled from the dock 
for their lives. 

Scores of the men on boa:| the 
Jena jumped either overboard or to 
the stone quays, and sustained serious 
injuries. 

Cause of Accident. 
The primary cause of the accident 


| was the explosion of a torpedo. Why 


this instrument exploded is unknown, 
but the powder magazines of the Jena 
were set on fire and their contents, in 
exploding, ruined one of the finest 
vessels in the French navy, 

The Jena had just undengone a final 
inspection of her hull and machinery. 
The latter had been completely over- 
hauled preparatory to her joining the 
squadron to-morrow. 

The crew was at its full strength, 
being composed of the rear admiral, 
twenty-four other officers and 630 men. 

The magazines had been replenish- 
ed recently and contained many tons 
of both smokeless and black powder, 
as well as a number of charges for tor- 
pedoes. 

The crew of the Jena had just fin- 
ished their midday meal, and had dis- 
persed to various parts of the vessel. 
Most of the men were engaged in 
work connected with the approaching 
departure of the warship, but quite 
a large party had been detailed to at- 
tend a lecture which was being given 
forward. 

The first detonation was extremely 
violent and shook the vessel fore and 
aft. It was followed by other shocks. 
The crew were thrown into a condi- 
tion of panic. They rushed wildly 
hither and thither about the deck. 

The men forward, who had been at- 
tending the lecture, clambered oyer 
the bulwarks and jumped down, some 
of them to the deck, and others to the 
stone quay. Many of these sustained 
fatal injuries. 

In Blinding Smoke. 

The hundreds of men below were 
enshrouded in blinding smoke, and, 
while they groped their way toward 
the exits, suffocating fumes caused 
many of them to fall unconscious. 

In the meantime, -the explosions 
had become more frequent, and the 
entire afterpart of the Jena caught 
fire. Shells and charges in the maga- 
zines continued to burst and masses 


‘oi metal were hurled into the air, to 


fall everywhere about the decks and 
the arsenal. . 

These flying missiles demolished the 
torpedo shed, the engine works and 
the pumphouse nearby, and were a 
menace to the lives of those who made 
their way toward the ill-fated battle- 
ship to begin the work of rescue. De- 
spite the danger, many heroic efforts 
were made to render assistance, but 
for the most part in vain. The Jena 
was aflame, which prevented ap- 
proach. 

Those who escaped death suffered 
severe injuries, and, becoming tem- 
porary insan rushed frantically 
about the vicinity of the drydock un- 
til they fell exhausted. 

Then, amidst clouds of dense smoke, 
the search for the dead and wounded 
was begun. The lower decks were lit- 
tered with shattered and torn bodies, 


while the surrounding water was dot- 


ted with human fragments. 

It will be impossible to ascertain 
the exact number of killed and 
wounded until to-morrow, when a 
roll-call will be held, many of the 
men having been completely blown to 
or pieces, while others were incinerat- 
e 


The fire is practically now out, and, 
a3 soon as the battleship is free of 
the fumes, probably some time to- 
night, the work of bringing out the 
bodies will begin. 


MAY LOSE EYESIGHT. 


Result of Practical Joke at a McGill 
Union Concert. 


Montreal, March 12.—A practical 
joke was played on the science fresh- 
men in McGill Union on Saturday 
night which may result. seriously. A 
concert was held at McGill Union by 
the freshmen in science. All went 
along very nicely until about 10 
o'clock, when the electric light wires 
were cut, and at the same time a 
large bottle of ammonia was thrown 
{nto the hall from a lounging nook on 
the second floor. The bottle broke 
and filled the room with the over- 
whelming fumes peculiar to ammonia. 
Plis got into the eyes of several of 
fhe fellows, and four of them had to 
be taken to the hospital and treated 
for very painful injuries. There 1s 
danger of the eyes of some being per- 
manently injured, 4 

The Sophomore Science year is sup- 
posed to inelude the offenders, and 
it is announced that, as soon as their 
identity is established, thoy will be 
expelled. 

Coming so soon after the theatre 
night rumpus last fall, when the whole 
student body came in for a severe 
castigation at the hands of Principal 
Peterson, this case promises to result 
disastroasly for the offenders.

FIRE OVERCAME HER 


Mother and Children Perish In 
Burning House. 


ONE CLASPED IN HER ARMS 


Other Clinging to Her Back—Had 
Tried to Save Her Money—Endeav- 
ored to Escape Through Skylight 
Which Was Nailed Down— 
Another Tenant Also Over- 
come, Trying to Get Out. 


New York, March 13.—In a little 
cockloft or attic about four feet high 
between the roof and ceiling of the 
five-storey double frame tenement at 
953 Bushwick avenue, Williamsburg, 
Mrs. Ada Bingalli was found dying 
of burns and smoke inhalation Mon- 
day just before noon by Battalion 
Chief Langdon and some of the fire- 
men of Hook and Ladder 68. Mrs. 
Bingalli, who was but 22 years old, 
had climbed a ladder to the cockloft 
after she found that flames had cut 
off escape by the stairway, and she 
had fallen there, overcome. Olasped 
in the mother’s arms was her three- 
months-old baby girl. Another daugh- 
ter, Maria, three years old, was on the 
mother’s back, with her arms clasped 
around Mrs. Bingalli’s neck. Both the 
children were dead. 

The mother still gripped tightly a 
bag in which were $31 and a bank 
book. She died soon after she had 
been carried down the ladder from 
the roof to the street. In the loit, 
a few fect from where the mother 
and two children were found, lay a 
young Italian named Pietro Banattro. 
The youth’s face and head were cut 
and bruised where he had struggled 
savagely to get through the small sky- 
light. If the skylight had been latch- 
ed on the inside, as it should have 
been, instead of being nailed to the 
roof, Pietro, Mrs. Bingalli, and the 
twd little ones that she was trying 
to icarry to safety probably would 
have been able to reach the roof. 
Pietro, the physicians say, will die. 


SISTERS KILLED TOGETHER. 


Two Buffalo Women Asphyxiated In 
Their Room. 

Buffalo, March 13—Augusta and 
Mary Littlefield, sisters, were found 
dead in their room at a boarding-house 
on Franklin street yesterday. They 
were seated at opposite sides of a ta- 
ble and had evidently fallen asleep 
and had been suffocated by gas from 
‘a small stove in the room. They were 
about 40 and 35 years of age respec- 
tively.

RAILWAY SMASH. 


Qne Man Killed and Three Injured 
at Massachusetts Town. 

Williamstown, Mass., March 13.— 
One man was killed and three were 
injered here yesterday in a head-on 
collision between a freight train and 
a train of express cars on the Fitch- 
burg division of the Beaton and Maine 
Railroad. The accident occurred at 
the entrance to the local railroad 
yards. 

The crew of the freight say that 
signals had been put out, but the en- 
gineer and fireman of the other train 
assert that no signals were visible 
when they came around the curve at 
the west entrance of the train yard. 
Both engines were badly smashed in 
the collision, and three freight cars 
and one express car were wrecked.

Deseronto, March 8.—The body of 
Oronhyatekha arrived at Deseronto at 
2.30 yesterday afternoon.

All the exe- 
cutive were on board, also Dr. and 
Mrs. Acland Oronhyatekha and Mrs. 
Perey Johnston. 

Tt is said by the Indians that Oron- 
hyatekha’s brother is dangerously ill 
on the Grand River reserve.

Perkins Committed On 
Charge Of Murder. 


THE TIME IS PREMATURE | COUNSEL SCORES EVIDENCE 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier Says Resolution 
Is In Keoping With Policy of Last 
60 Years—Counsels Further De- 

lay—Would Divert Trade From 
United States Ports—Trade 
With Australia. 


Ottawa, March 8.—The policy of re- 
stricting the British preferenca to 
goods shipped through Canadian ports 
was debated in the House yesterday 
afternoon and evening at considerable 
length. he question was brought for- 
ward by Mr. Hance Logan, member 
for Oumberland, who emphasized the 
advantage that would follow the 
declaration of a national policy of in- 
dependence of the United States in 
regard to transportation, His sugges- 
tion was that tho restriction should 
tako effect in May, 1908. 

Resolution Premature. 

The Prime Minister expressed the 
view that Mr. Logan’s resolution was 
premature, and suggested that fitting 
time to adopt the policy proposed 
would be on the completion of the 
transcontinental railway scheme in 
1911. He accordingly moved an 
amendment to the effect that the re- 
striction should come into operation 
after a date to be fixed by the Gov- 
ernor-in-Council. The Prime Minis- 
ter’s amendment was carriod without 
a division after a debate in which 
most of the House leaders joined. 

Trade With Australasia. i 

The Minister of Customs, replying 
to Mr. Macdonell, who inquired 
whether it was considered that the 
export business of Canada with Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand was in satis- 
factory conditions, said that during 
the last fiscal year exports to Aus- 
tralia amounted to $2,082,219 and to 
New Zealand $734,054. The imports 
from Australia during the same per- 
jod amounted to $226,197, and from 
New Zealand $302,075. Application 
had been made to the Department of 
Trade and Oommerce, by the Im- 
perial Export €o., Limited, who 
proposed to operate a direct line of 
steamers between ports in eastern 
Canada and Australia and New Zea- 
land, but no action had been taken. 

Encourage Canadian Ports. 

On motion to go into Ways and 
Means, Mr. H. Logan brought up his 
motion that the Eritish preference 
should only apply to goods brought 
from British ports to Oanadian sea- 
ports. The object, he said, was to di- 
vert a greater proportion of trade from 
United States channels to Canadian. 
Last year goods to the value of $20,- 
000,000 were imported under the Brit- 
ish preference through United States 
ports. He claimed that the principle 
he advocated had been largely sup- 
ported by many Boards of Trade in 
Canada, and that it had been sup- 
ported by the Prime Minister on the 
public platform and the Minister of 
Finance in the House in 1904. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 

The Prime Minister said, in view of 
the different opinions expressed yes- 
terday upon this very important ques- 
tion, it ought not to be difficult for 
the House to come to a unanimous 
conclusion. “Bvery member who has 
addressed himself to this question 
has, with one exception pronounced 
himself in favor of the principle of 
this motion. My hon. friend 
East Toronto is the only one who has 
taken exception to the. principle it- 
self. But doubt has arisen as to whe- 
ther, admitting the principle, the 
time is opportune for declaring such 
@ policy as that embodied in the mo- 
tion of my hon. friend from Gumber- 
land (Mr. Logan). That resolution is 
quite in keeping with the policy fol- 
lowed by this country for the last BD 
years, namely, the deyeloping of 
Canadian trade within Canadian 
channels. Eyerybody in this country 
for the last fifty years, especially 
since the inauguration of confedera- 
tion, has fayored such a policy. 

Sir Wilfrid moyed in amendment :— 
“That on and after a date to be nam- 
ed by the Goyernor-in-Council the 
British preference shall apply only to 
goods brought into Canada if shipped 
through the Canadian seaports.”” 
(Cheers.) 

The amendment was carried without 
a division. 

Progress being reported, the House 
adjourned at 11.45 p-m. 


NO WOMEN VOTERS YET. 


The Suffragettes Bill Killed For This 
Session, 

London, March 9,—The debate in 
the Commons was a repetition of tho 
familiar arguments for and against 
female suffrage and there was a com- 
plete divergence from the usual party 
lines, the rejection of the bill being 
moved by Mr. Whitehead, Juiberal, 
another opponent being Mr. Cremer, 
also a Liberal, while both Conserva- 
tives and members of the Labor party 
were found among its supporters. An 
attempt was made to closure the de- 
cision, but the Speaker declined to 
accept the motion and the opponents 
of the bill held the floor until 5 p- m., 


when the sitting was closed automati- | 


cally. They thus won the day as this 
practically kills the bill for the pres- 
ent session. 


“Undesirable” Shipped. 

London, March 9,—(G. A. P.}—Re- 
cently magistrates at Carlisle, Cum- 
berland, discharged a prisoner, sug- 
gesting that his friends send him to 
Canada. Bruce Walker wrote the 
magistrates protesting against making 
Canada a dumping ground for such 
people. The magistrates replied ex- 
pressing regret at this suggestion and 
promised the man would not be sent. 
Yesterday, however, Walker disoov- 
ered the same man under a different 
name as @ passenger on the Empress 
of Ireland, and had him stopped. The 
Salvation Army have taken charge of 
the man. 


Ship Sights Big Iceberg. 

New York, March 8.—An immense 
field of ice was sighted off the Now- 
foundland banks by the steamer Saint 
Cuthbert, which arrived here yester- 
day from Antwerp, The Saint Outh- 
bert steamed for 60 miles along the 
southeast edge of the floe, 
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Mr. Johnston Severely Criticizes the 
Evidence—Draws Damaging Admis- 
sions From Crown Witnesses— 

Doctors Testify Strychnine Was 
Cause of Death — Macdonald 
Denies Alleged |mmorality. 


Oayuga, March 8.—That the death 
of Henry Perkins was due to strych- 
nine poisoning, was evident from the 
medical testimony giyen when the 
preliminary examination of Mrs, Per- 
Kins, accused of the murder of her 
husband, was resumed yesterday 
morning. Important testimony was 
given by Dr. Kerr, of Dunnville, who 
was the family physician. He said 
that Mrs. Perkins was adverse to hay- 
ing any postmortem or an inquest, 
and that either she or her sister, Mrs. 
Romaine Heaslip wanted him to call 
upon Crown Attorney Murphy and sce 
if such a procedure could not be 
avoided. He belieyed it natural for a 
family te express a wish that no au- 
topsy should be held. 

Dr. Kerr had given a certificate of 
death being due to stomach trouble, 
but in view of the reports of the doc- 
tors and Professor Bilis, he was now 
satisfied that Perkins had died from 
strychnine poisoning. He believed 
that Perkins must have taken the poi- 
son at some time between Monday 
morning and Tuesday morning, 
@Ohristmas Day, when he died. 

Two other medical men, Doctors 
Bauer and Edgar of Hamilton, both 
testified that in their opinion the 
death of Perkins was due to strych- 
nine poisoning. 

Prisoner Is Self Possessed. 

At 2 o'clock the courtroom was 
densely packed, fully 200 more than 
Wednesday. Yesterday the women 
overcame all restraint and sat perch- 
ed up above the magisterial desk. 

The prisoner came in with her sis- 
ter, and appeared to be more self- 
possessed than in the morning. 

Miss May Moody of Canfield was 
the first witness after lunch. Miss 
Moody keeps a store at Canfield and 
was well acquainted with the prison- 
er. She had talked with Mrs. Perkins 
about the state of her husband’s 
health. She had stated that her hus- 
band was very poorly, and it was 
only a matter of a few months. 

Oross-examined, witness stated that 
she believed Mrs. Perkins at the time, 
and that she knew that Perkins had 
been ill for several years. She had 
heard that his father had died a hor- 
tible death from cancer of the sto- 


| mach. 


It had been generally understood 
that Perkins was a sick man, 

“You did not think irom what she 
said that she intended to kill her hus- 
band?” asked the lawyre. 

“Oh no.” 

©. C. Hall, a Welland contractor 
and Ralph Gadsby, a carpenter, from 
Welland, had worked with Perkins 
for some time previous to and on the 
day he left home. They did not con- 
sider Perkins a sick man. 

Mrs. Viola Spencer, wife of William 
Spencer of Welland, who boarded 
Henry Perkins for a couple of months 
before he died, stated that Perkins 
was not sick a day during that time. 

To Mr. Johnston, Mrs. Spencer said 
that she knew nothing of the man’s 
condition. He never complained, Wit- 
ness did not know Perkins took medi- 
cine, nor that he had been doctoring. 

William Spencer of Welland, hus- 
band of the last witness, and Arthur 
Headley, a farmer near Canfield, also 
gave evidence to the effect that Per- 
kins enjoyed good health generally 
while working with them. 

The Brother’s Evidence. 

John Perkins of Winnipeg caused 
quite a stir when he was called to the 
witness stand. A man of 35 years of 
age, he was a younger brother of the 
late Henry Perkins. 

He returned to Cayuga on Feb. 8, 
1906, and saw the prisoner on Feb. 6. 
There was something about the will 
spoken of. 

“She said,” continued the witness, 
“that as Henry left no will she hoped 
there would be an amicable settle- 
tment. I said I did not come here for 
that, I came here to see who poisoned 
my brother and I hoped she would 
help me. I asked her if she thought 
Henry committed suicide, and she 
said No! Henry would not do such a 
thing. If he got strychnine, she said, 
it was Dr. Kerr that gaye it to him.” 

Mr. Johnston took the witness, 
who admitted that he had been on 
pretty good terms and had written 
four or five times to Henry at the time 
of his father’s death. 

You took a gencral interest in the 
will and objected to Henry getting all 
the property.” 

“I did not.” 

“Will you swear that you didn’t?” 

“TI did not write to Henry.” 

“Did you object?” 

“T believe I did.” (Laughter.) 

“Was there feeling between you and 
Henry over the wife?” 

“Yes, There was hard feeling be- 
tween the family and Mrs. Perkins 
after the death.” 

Hunting Up Evidence.

“Did you ask her what she knew?”

AYR BANK FORGERY CASE. 


Duncan the Manager Goes For Trial 
On Serious Charges. 

Galt, March 19—John F. Duncan 
was formally committed for trial yes- 
terday by Police Magistrate Blake on 
three separate charges, falsifying the 
books of the Bank of Commerce, at 
Ayr, by fraudulently making an en- 
try of $17.90 read $13,017.90; forging 
by alteration of a cash voucher, and 
stealing a bank drait from the Galt 
branch of the bank in January, 1905. 

In the last charge the prisoner, it 
is alleged, kept this draft, marked it 
cancelled, filled it out to the Windsor 
branch at Ayr, forged the Windsor 
manager’s name, and, on March 7, at 
Stratford, cashed it at the bank, re- 
ceiving the $2,000 it called for. 

It also came out in evidence that 
Duncan had $3,650 on him when ar- 
rested at Paris, on the request of the 
Ayr manager, who had discovered his 
defalcation. This he handed to his 
lawyer, and the lawyer, in turn, to 
the Ayr manager. 

Duncan expressed the hope that the 
bank would be merciful since he had 
given up all the money he had. He 
had nothing to say when arraigned. 
Crown Attorney Bowlby was present 
for the crown. Crown Attorney Mac- 
Pherson of Stratford appeared for the 
bank, and J. B. Dalzell appeared for 
the prisoner. 

The witnesses examined were Mana- 
ger Lay of Ayr and Accountant Mel- 
ville of Stratford. The prisoner took 
things coolly.

Bill to Amend Succession Duties 
Act Goes Through Committee. 


FEW MEMBERS PRESENT 


Canada Company's Land Sales Are 
Criticized — Discriminating Against 
Farmers—Action to Prevent Eva- 
sion of Succession Dues—Mr. 
Graham Would Exempt Fra- 
ternat Insurance From Tax. 


Toronto, March 19.—The Legisla- 
ture held the longest Monday session 
yesterday since the House opened, 
adjourning at nearly 6 o'clock. During 
most of the time there was hardly a 
quorum of members present, but 
those in attendance stayed loyally by 
their task. A number of bills, includ- 
ing a sprinkling of Government meas- 
ures, were put through the commit 
tee stage. The absence of many mem- 
bers who have bills in various stages 
on the order paper, and the conse- 
quent necessity of holding over their 
measures, was again a noticeable fea- 
ture. This antipathy among private 
members to the idea of working on 
Mondays and Fridays is becoming the 
chief factor in prolonging the session. 
Mr. MacKay was particularly pro- 
minent during the afternoon in his 
criticisms of legal points in several 
Government bills, and Mr. Graham, 
as usual, was quite alert. The new 
joint stock company’s act is likely to 
be taken up in committee to-day. 

Canada Company. 

Mr. McGoig moved the second read- 
ing of a bill respecting sales of land 
by the Canada Company. In Kent 
, and Essex, where oil is being discov- 
ered, he said, the farmers were being 
placed in an embarrassing position 
through a clause in their deeds se- 
cured from the Canada Company re- 
' serving the oil to the company. The 
| object of the charter given to the Can- 
ada Company was that they should 
bring out settlers to western Ontario. 
They had never carried out their part 
of the agreement, and in consequence 
he thought gome relief should be af- 
forded the farmers affected. He ar- 
gued that the company had no right 
to put the clause referred to in the 
| deeds. Mr. McOoig suggested that the 
pill should go before a special com- 
mittee which could hear both sides 
of the question. In reply to the argu- 
ment that the bill was interfering 
with vested rights, he would say that 
the action of the company was itself 
an interference with vested rights 
when such clauses were inserted in 
the deeds of the land they sold. 

The Premier said that the matter 
was clearly one for the Private Bills 
Committee of the House to consider. 
If there was anything illegal done by 
anybody the courts would remedy 
such improper action. In the mean- 
time this bill provided for legislation 
in respect to certain classes of legal 
conveyances of lands. It affected pri- 
vate rights admittedly, and, therefore, 
should go before a committee of the 
House, where everybody interested 


could attend and thrash out their dif- 


, ferences. 
Succession Duties. 

On motion of Hon. Mr. Matheson 
the resolutions exempting from the 
payment of succession duties property 
not exceeding $300 and passing to 
any one person, and providing a 
penalty of 25 per cent. of the duty 
chargeable for the nondisclosure of 
property, were carried, 

The bill amending the succession 
duties act was put through committee 
stages after some discussion. Mr. Gra- 
ham asked as to the taxing of pro- 
perty in other Provinces. 

Hon. Mr. Matheson said that per- 
sonal property outside of the Province 
and belonging to people dying in On- 
fario was taxed. In respect to real es- 
tate it was not taxed except when con- 
verted into cash and brought into the 
Province for distribution. To another 
question by Mr. Graham. Hon. Mr. 
Matheson said that there was a stand- 
ing offer on the statute books for re- 
ciprocity with the other Provinces in 
the attempt to avoid double taxation. 
Thus if taxes were paid in Quebec on 
property owned in Ontario an allow- 
ance would be made providing that 
under reverse circumstances that Pro- 
vince made allowance. There is such 
an arrangement now with Britain, 
and the department is trying to reach 
an understanding with Quebee and 
Manitoba particularly, those Proyin- 
ces being most closely related to On- 
tario in the matter. Mr. Graham, com- 
menting on some clauses of the bill, 
took objection to the taxing of fra- 
ternal insurance as part of the estate. 
This class of insurance was intended 
for the protection of widows and or- 
phans, and if such insurance could 
not be attacked for debt it should 
be exempt from the succession tax. 

Mr. MacKay was anxious to know 
what protection there was against the 
penalty clauses for executors and ad- 
Mministrators in cases where unwitting 
mistakes were made as to values of 
estates. 

Hon. Mr. Matheson answered that 
the Government would exercise its 
discretion in such cases in instituting 
, action.

SCARCITY OF CARS. 


Tho Northwest Fuel Famine Has Caused 
an Accumuiation There. 
Thejrailroads are up against a dif- 
fieult \proposition at present, trying 
to provide freigbt cars in Ontario to 
accommiadate the numerous settlers 
going West this spring. 
The snow blockade out in the West 
this past season kept thousands of 
cars idle. The demand for fuel had 
to be met by the railroads, and every 
car that could be had was brought 
inlo requisition to carry wood ani! 
coal. On the approach of spring 
{hese cars were still in the West aud 
the enormous quantities of agricul- 
tural implements had to be handled. 
‘This created a great shortage of cars 
for the settlers and their gods, 
which come later, and station agents 
in this vicinity are daily confronted 
with demands for cars, which it is 1m- 
possible to fill. ‘We could use 
forty cars if we had them,” said Mr. 
Anderson, the C. P. R. station agent, 
A perempiory order has just becn 
issued by Mr. James Osborne, Super- 
intendent of the Ontario division of 
fhe C. P. R., asking agents to make 
spceial efforts to haye shippers iovd 
cars to their full capacity. “In Jauu- 
ary the ratio of contents to cipacity 
ofi oaded cars wias only 67-9 per cent, 
so that there was a less in tonnage 
of 32.1 per cent. If all cars had 
beer loaded to their stencilled oc 
eubic capacity the public would hive 
had many more cars to load.

USE OF DOCS IN HUNTING. 


Ontario the Only Province that Pormits 
Tholr Unrestricted Use.

Lumbermen on the Mississippi En- 
gaged in Saving Money.

neapolis recalls the 
rected story about 
timber snid to aye sunk to the bot- 
fom many years ago in Pleasant 
Point bay, Sturgeon Lake, ov vicinity. 
Various purties huye claimed discoy- 
ery from lime to time, bul no lirgs 
quantity of oak thas been placed on 
the market, (What there can ve DO 
doubt about is that the bottom’ of 
the Scugog river from Lindsay to the 
jake must resemble a corduroy 2ause- 
way. as a result of the wonstunt 
sinking of water-soaked logs dut‘ng 
the foily odd years that tows bave 
been brought up against the sur- 
rent to Lindsay, and the lifting of 
these would not only make nayigu- 
tion safer, but should proye a pro- 
fitakle enterprise: for some eni2r- 
prise for Some energetic contractor. 
The Minneapolis despatch says: 

The scarcity of pine timber in <he 
West has impelled lumber miiis to 
eugage in a noyel undertaking by 
whielt they bope to saye millions of 
dollars’ worth of logs which now lie 
at the bottum of the Mississippi anu 
other rivers“extending from the nar- 
therm part of Minnesota, where the 
Mississippi has its source, to LaCross?, 
in all about 1,000 miles of river-bed 
for tifty years logging has been «: 
ried on by rafting pime logs Jown 
the river to the yarious milis, guided 
by small steamers or tugs. 

Oid logging men and mili owners 
believe thul tne new undertaking wid 
resuil in fortunes for those engaged 
in the work. It is believed that 7he 
river bottom is literally payed with 
pine logs eyen as far south as Duk- 
uque, lowa. It thus been demon- 
Strated that logs may be raised with 
great profit. The plan is to litt 
these logs witit a hoisting enzine 
erccced on flat boats, place the logs 
on the river bank and have a sov- 
einment scaler inspect them and 
cord the marks found thercon. W 
the original owner can be found he 
will be compensated at the rate of $38 
per thousand feet. This vrepreseuts 
just so much clear gain to the owner 


and still leayes a margin of profit 
to the hisislers, who can find a ready 
logs 


merket for the reclaimed 
from $12 to FL4 a thous 

The logs that become

POINTS IN DAIRY FARMING 


Frof. WH. H. Dean, @f the Guelph 
Agricultural college, manage! to 
crowd much valuable adyice into a 


short talk he gaye to the daicymen 
who attended the sale of fMolstiin 
cattle held recently, by Geo. Rice, of 
Tillsonburg, and who later was pre- 
sent nt a public meeting held after 
the sale, Prof. Dean divided his ‘ad- 
dress into five parts, under the head- 
ings of the fanm, the cows, the pro- 
ducis of the farm, a farmer's farcily 
and his markets. D ES 

“The soil, said |Prof. Dean, “is Lite 
basis of all successful farming. Show 
we a neighborhood where you have 
good soil, and I will show you men 
who have big hearts. Where the soil 
iy poor there you will find men with 
fittle shrivelled up hearts. Keep up 
the fertility of your soil. In some 


holding down the chairs im their kit- 
chens who might better be cleanmg 
out their stables, and whom the wo- 
mer would be glad to get rid of- 
‘Most stables are not kept as clean 
as they should be. The average man 
would rather tumble over a board or 
a piece of machinery day after day 
than move it out of the way.

Four business houses and fifteen 
residences haye been burned to the 
ground in the Mount Washington dis- 
trict across the Monongahela river. 
Two attempts were made to stop the 
flames by dynamiting adjacent build- 
ings, but the wreckage caught fire. No 
water is available and the flames are 
being fought with chemicals and a 
bucket brigade. Several of the resi- 
dences are tenements. 

Water Caused Fire. 

Fire yesterday destroyed the plant 
of the American Sheet and Tin Plate 
Co. in South 14th street, and slightly 
damaged the bolt works of the Oliver 
Tron and Steel Works adjoining. The 
loss to the Tin Plate firm was about 
$25,000 and to the Oliver Oo.. $1,000. 
The fire originated from a car of lime 
which was set on fire by the high 
water. 

Entire Block in Flames. 

Two alarms were sounded for a fire 
in the south side district of this city. 
The entire block on the north side 
of Carson street between 13th and 14th 
streets is burning. The immense 
Oliver steel plant is threatened. The 
fire burnt fiercely. 

The fire practically burnt itself out 
at noon. Twenty-five business houses 
and dwellings were destroyed or badly 
damaged. 3 

The loss from both fires will not 
exceed $225,000. 

Conditions in Southern Ohio were 
worse yesterday. At Parkersburg, W. 
Va., the electric light plant was put 
out of commission, and the city is 
in darkness. Telegraph and telephone 
service is badly crippled. 5 

The loss at Marietta, Ohio, will be 
enormous. Water has flooded the 
main street, and many residents have 
been forced to vacate their homes. 
The city was in darkness last night. 

Much damage has been done in the 
oil fields, and there is considerable 
suffering in the surrounding country. 
Two men were drowned yesterday. 

All danger has subsided in Mary- 
land. The Potomac River has fallen 
about six feet. 


INCREASE IN REVENUE. 


Customs Receipts Flow Freely Into 
Dominion Treasury. 
Ottawa, March 16.—The Customs 


returns for the month of Febraary 
show a continued increase in the 
revenue of imports and exports. The 
Customs duties for the month of 
February totalled $4,295,297, an in- 
crease of $802,349 over the correspond- 
ing month last year. As compared 
with 1905-06 the Customs duties for 
the first eight months of the present 
fiscal year have increased by $4,627,- 
029. The imports for the eight months 
increased by $38,402,844, and the ex- 
Ports by $2,555,013. 


Nearly a Disaster. 

Dover, Eng., March 16.—The Brit- 
ish armored cruiser Duke of Edin- 
burgh grounded yesterday as she 
was leaying the harbor here, but sub- 
sequently was towed off without hay- 
ing sustained any damage. She was 
caught by a strong tide, which drove 
her rapidly towards the Prince of | 
Wales pier, and the prompt dropping | 
of her anchors alone saved the war- 
ship from crashing into the pier. 


Warship In Trouble. 

Brest, March 16.—There was an- 
other accident to a French warship 
off this port Thursday. During torpedo 
exercises the coast defence ship Ful- 
minant was struck and seriously dam- 
aged on the wate line by a torpedo. 
Collision mats were at once applied 
to the hole in the vessel’s side, and 
she was towed into port in a sinking

Resolution Carried In Provincial 
LegisJature. 


ON ARMAMENT REDUCTION 


Bill to Put Check On Dishonest Pawn- 
brokers—Will Give Police Control 
of This Business—Government 
Adopts the Measure—Heavy Li- 
cense Fees—Soveral Measures 
Finally Passed. 


Toronto, March 16—International 
arbitration and a reasonable reduc- 
tion of armaments by concurrent in- 
ternational action was the twentieth 
century sentiment in the shape of a 
resolution that met with unanimous 
approval yesterday afternoon in the 
Provincial Legislature. The resolu- 
tion was framed by the Canadian 
Peace and Arbitration Society. The 
only other feature of the session was 
the adoption by the Government of 
Mr. MeNaught’s bill to amend the 
act respecting pawnbrokers, which 
has been framed with a view to ef- 


fectively regulating the business and! 


safeguarding the public. 

Mr. Richard Harcourt leaves for 
Washington and points in the south 
to-day, and will not again occupy his 
jseat during the present session. 

Some Government Bills. 

Mr. Whitney introduced bills re- 
specting the form and interpretation 
of the statutes, also respecting the 
printing and distribution of the sta- 
tutes; respecting fines, penalties and 
forfeitures, and respecting the con- 
solidated revenue fund. The bills are 
all of a formal character. 

Act Respecting Pawnbrokers. 

Mr. McNaught, in moving the sec- 
ond reading of his bill respecting 
pawnbrokers, said that there should 
be sufficient protection to the public 
and that the business should be as 
far as possible in the hands of honest 
men. In Toronto the business had not 
in all cases been conducted with due 
regard to the law. Pawnbrokers not 
licensed were more independent in 
the conduct of their business 
second-hand dealers, who were under 
the supervision of the police. Their 
places could not be searched without 
a warrant, and privileges now extend- 
ed to the officers by honest pawn- 
brokers would become compulsory in 
all cases. The act, he explained, pro- 
vided for a license fee of not less than 
$250 and not more than $500, and, in 
addition, the paynbroker must give 
‘satisfactory security in the sum of 
$1,000. They must make a daily re- 
Port to the police, with particulars 


of all loans made during the pre- | 


vious 24 hours. No other business 
tay be carried on in conjunction with 
the pawnbrokerage, and police shall 
have access to the premises at all 
times. In cities of over 100,000 popu- 
Jation the authority under the pro- 
posed act shall be conferred in the 
Board of Police Commissioners. In 
all other cases the authority is con- 
ferred on the municipal Councils. 
Government Adopts Bill. 

The Premier said that, so far as 
the Government were concerned, the 
bill would be satisfactory and would 
be adopted. Mr. McNaught was com- 
plimented for the care he had devoted 
to it. In answer to Mr. Graham, he 
said that the various amendments 
would be made in committee. 

, Mr. Ferguson, in moying the sec- 
ond reading of his bill to amend the 
Municipal drainage act, said his ob- 
ject was to protect drainage schemes 
which had already been carried out 
in the eastern part of the Province, 
in case a question should arise in fu- 
tare as to the legality of the work. 
The bill was given its second reading 
and referred to the Municipal Gom- 
mittee. 

For Peace of the World. 

The Premier called the attention of 
the House to a resolution prepared by 
the Canadian Peace and Arbitration 
Society. Its sentiments, so well ex- 
pressed, met with the approval of 
the Government as well as’ of the Op- 
positions The resolution is as fol- 
\OWS -— % 

“Resolved, that the Legislature of 
Ontario heartily approves of and urges 
three main measures which will great- 
ly conduce to the peace and welfare 
of the world, viz.: 

“A plan by which The Hague con- 
ference may become a permanent and 
recognized Congress of the Nations. 

“A general treaty of obligatory ar- 
bitration for the acceptance of all the 
nations. 

“A plan for the reasonable reduc- 
tion of armaments by concurrent in- 
ternational action,” 

Mr. Graham, the Opposition leader, 
in seconding the motion, said that his 
real opinions about war might not be 
considered orthodox, and he would 
not venture to express them for fear 
of offending his military friends on 
both sides of the House. It had been 
said that war would never be discon- 
finued until the world was fully or- 
ganized, and the world would not be 
fully organized until all nations were 
governed by representative govern- 
ment. In the coming peace confer- 
ence some forty-six countries would 
be represented, and many different 
ideas would be presented, and per- 
haps they would be able to work out 
a solution of the problem. If the plan 
of reduction of armaments worked out 
on the basis of population the mili- 
tary power of Britain would have to 
be reduced. If on the basis of the 
merchant marine that had to be pro- 
tected, the United States military 
Power would have to be reduced to 
il; a few gunboats would be suffi- 
cient. In days gone by the greatest 
monuments were erected to bloodshed 
and war; the time was arriving when 
the finest monuments would be erect- 
ed to commemorate pence, He be- 
lieved in haying all disputes between 
nations settled by arbitration.

DR. STOCKTON’S DEATH 


Members Break Down In Referring to 
Their Loss—Mr. Lavergne Quickly 
Dispels Emotional Mood — The

Insurance Report, and Fowler 
Charges—Labor Disputes Bill 


Ottawa, March 16—The House of 

Commons was moyed {o tears yester- 
' day afternoon. Stalwart members with 
hearts hardened by debate actually 
sobbed aloud, and for a brief space 
the seat which Dr. Stockton was wont 

to occupy, draped in black cloth and 

surmounted with a beautiful floral 
wreath, was viewed by many through 

a mist. Some members of the Opposi- 

tion were completely overcome during 

the Prime Ministers touching tribute 
to the departed member for St. John 
city and county, and it was with dif- 
ficulty that the leader of the Opposi- 
tion found expression for the feelings 
in which every member shared. Dr. 

Daniel’s emotion was too deep for 

words, and the final touch to a most 

affecting scene was given by Mr, Fos- 
ter, who vainly endeavored to speak, 
, and was led from the House by. Mr. 
Borden. Mr. Layergne quickly shook 
the House from its emotional mood 
by raising the question of Mr. Hy- 
man’s resignation, Mr. Bourassa stir 
red up visions of a row by giving no- 
| tice of his intention to discuss the 
| conduct of Messrs. Fowler, Foster and 
company on Tuesday week, and then 
the House tookjup the labor disputes 
ill, 
Mr. Hyman's Seat. 

Mr. A. Lavergne called attention to 
the report of the Committee on Privi- 
leges and Elections, invalidating the 
resignation of Hon. C. 8. Eyman as a 
member. He quoted Bourinot and 
other authorities in support of the 
view that the House, and the Honse 
only, could declare a seat vacant, and 
that it was not necessary for a mem- 
ber who desired to resign to fulfill 
to the very letter the provisions of 
the statute. The intention of Mr. 
Hyman was, he declared, perfectly 
evident, and he moved that the report 
of the committee be not concurred in, 
and that Mr. Hyman’s seat be declar- 
ed vacant. 

The Minister of Justice said the 
question seemed to be practically for 
lawyers to decide upon the interpre- 
tation of the statute, which pointed 
out the method in Canadian law 
whereby a member of Parliament 
might at his own will divest himself 
of the responsibility of his position. 
The only ground for asking the House 
to declare the seat vacant was that 
there had been an attempt at resigna- 
tion. The fact that he expressed the 
intention to resign did not vacate the 
seat, and acrdingly he submitted 
that the report should be received, 
concurred in and adopted. 

Mr. Bourassa regarded the whole 
proceedings before the committee as 
one of the greatest Parliamentary jokes 
that had ever been perpetrated. There 
was, he contended, no doubt what- 
ever as to Mr. Hyman’s intention, and 
it rested with the House to declare his 
seat vacant. 

The motion was defeated. 

To Discuss Fowler Charges. 

Mr. Bourassa gave notice that on 
Tuesday week he) will ask the House 
to consider more fully the accusations 
or insinuations or charges that had 
been exchanged between the members 
on both sides of the House. He add- 
ed that he intended to bring under 
the notice of the House at the same 
time the conclusions of the Insurance 
Commission’s report, in order to com- 
plete the documentary evidence in 
regard to the matter he desired to 
discuss. He had consulted the Prime 
Minister and the leader of the Oppo- 
sition, and both agreed that Tuesday 
week would be a convenient date for 
the discussion. 

Labor Disputes Bill. : 

The House then went into commit- 
tee and resumed consideration of the 
labor disputes bill 

Mr. Lemieux submitted amendments 
to three clauses embodying the pro- 
posal to give railway companies and 
railway employes the option of taking 
adyantage of either the act under 
consideration or the railway labor dis- 
putes act of 1903. One of the amend- 
Tents was designed to meet the case 
of a party to a dispute seeking to 
come first under one act and then un- 
der the other, and gave the Minister 
power to direct the parties to proceed 
under the act first notified. 

Mr. Claude Macdonell pleaded for 
further delay, but Mr. Pardee pointed 
out that every feature of the bill had 
been debated over and over again. 
Practically the railwaymen had ex- 
pressed a willingness to accept the 
principles of the 1907 bill, if carried 
out under the procedure of the 1903 
act. Surely Parliament should have 
some initiative and not refuse to en- 
act legislation because, forsooth, a 
precedent was not given by the action 
of some other country.

Mr. Gillespie made a brief speech, 
pointing out valious way in which 
the output of cheese and butien in 
this section could be improved. He 
said~the makers im this locality are 
failing to wet ‘the milk supply in 


first-class ¢ondition. The curing 
rooms im many, factories’ are 
a little too hot. Drawing whey 


back from the factories in the mil 
can was pointed out as another biz 
drawback, as the whey, [taints the 
cans apd therefore the milk. Uv 
suggested that the ‘brands on tlie 
cheese boxes be small and neat, and 
\that stencils be used to mark the 
number of pounds the box contains 
instead of pencil marks, which are 
very unsatisfactory and lead to trou- 
ble. Referring to butter making, he 
said ithere was mo section, to his 
krowledze, that has improved as 
much during the last five years us 
tthe local district. He attributed the 
improyements in the butter factories 
as partly due to this state of affairs. 
Mr. Gillespie stated that the tursip 
taint had ibeen troublesome in both 
butter and cheese. He expected to 
attend the sales of the local Cheese 
this season.

He attached a great deal of impor- 
tance to the appearance of the berd, 
and suggested that they be uniform 
in size and regular in breed. “Keep 
the heifer calf from your best cows,” 
he said, “and im feeding the carf. 
feed it develop it, and not fo fat 
ten it.” Skim milk. he said, was bep- 
\ter than the whole milk for feed- 
ing calves. Heifers should be bred 
.~ freshen at two and a half years 
old; after that they may get too far. 
The herd should be culled every sea- 
son «und the poor ones weeded out.

The infection worked slowly, nearly 
four hours haying elapsed between 
the eating of the) meat at breakfast 
and the development of the symptoms. 

Then men began to drop off by 
scores. Ambulances and stretchers 
were in demand, and many old men 
lay for hours without the possibility 
of attention. 


MAN’S HEARTLESS ACT. 


Father Destroys His Child to Save His 
Own Life. 

Budapest, March 24—Johann Hor- 
yath, a peasant of Kapi, yesterday 
threw his S-year-old son to wolves to 
save his own life. 

He was driving home from Eperies 
with the boy, when four wolves got on 
the track of his two-horse cart and 
overhauled it, the road being in bad 
condition owing to the melting snow. 

Horvath was unarmed, and as the 
wolves were about to attack him he 
seized his boy and threw him into the 
road, when the wolves tore him to 
pieces. 

Horvath es , and on 
Kapi told how the horrible sight of 
the wolves devouring his child had 
so fascinated him that he kept look- 
ing back until they were out of sight. 

A village council was summoned to 
discuss his conduct, and it was de- 
cided to lynch him by clubbing bim 
to death in Hungarian fashion. 

His life was saved by the appear- 
ance of the police, who had been in- 
formed of what was happenings, and 
Horvath was arrested. 


KIDNAPPED AGAIN. 


Millionaire’s Grandchild, Once Stolen 
By Mother, Disappears. 

Berlin, March 25.—A despatch from 
Hanover says that “Eddy” Krieger, 
12 years of age, son of George Krie- 
ger of Chicago, who married the 
daughter of Dr. Bart, a millionaire, 
has been kidnapped by two masked 
persons. 

‘The boy’s father, after securing a 
diyoree from his wife in America, 
secretly brought the boy to Germany 
and entrusted him to a friend in Han- 
over, where he was educated. 

The mother, who has since married 
a Dr. MacDonald, came to Germany, 
obtained possession of the boy and 
took him with great secrecy to Ham- 
burg, from which place he has mys- 
teriously disappeared.

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Joseph Phillips Sent to Peniten- 
tiary For Five Years. 


AFTER TWO YEARS DELAY 


Entered Plea of Guilty In Expectation 
of Judicial Leniency—Plea of Res- 
titution Availed Him Nothing— 

Two Other Charges Not Pressed 
—Sentenced for Making False 
Statements—Judge’s Remarks 


Toronto, March 25.—To the surprise 
of even Crown Attorney Drayton, Jos- 
eph Phillips, former head of the York 
County Loan and Savings Co., plead- 
ed guilty in the Sessions on Satur- 
day to a charge of making a false re- 
turn. 

Phillips was indicted for publish- 
ing a false statement, yiz., the an- 
nual statement of the year ending 
Dec. 31, 1904, in which the company’s 
mortgages on land were overstated by 
$6,465.20, and the liabilities to share- 
holders were understated to the extent 
of at least $1,000,000. 

Five years in the penitentiary was 
the sentence. 

How He Took It. 

Although his gaze only dropped to 
the floor when it was pronounced, 


JOSEPH PHILLIPS. 


Joseph Phillips received the sentence 
of five years in Kingston penitentiary 
as a blow. 

The former president and manager 
of the York County Loan and Savings 
Co. had expected a better fate; a light- 
er sentence. He argued that his ser- 
vices rendered to the National Trust 
Co., liquidators of the concern he 
wrecked, his turning over to them 
the shares of the Toronto Life Co., ag- 
gregating $58,000, would count for him, 
Instead, at the end of a long address 
delivered to the shifting Phillips, as 
the latter stood, clad in his heavy 
overcoat, in front of the prisoner’s 
dock, Judge Winchester handed out 
the maximum penalty for the offence 
to which Phillips had, a few moments 
before, pleaded gnilty. 

122,000 Victims. 

In passing sentence Judge Win- 
chester said in part: “There are abont 
servant girls, 
widows and others, who put their say- 
ings into this company and have been 
disappointed. Had you taken them 
into your confidence and asked them 
to wind up the company when the 
Government took away your lapses, 
you would have escaped these charges. 

“The evidence shows you were us- 
ing the funds of the company and the 
shareholders could not have reached 
them if you had succeeded. 

Must Punish Fraud. 

“All these frauds must be punish- 
ed if the public is to be protected. 

“The charge is a most serious one. 
Our national institutions must be 
carried on with all honor and hon- 
esty. In this you have failed. 

*T will only pass sentence on the 
false statement to which you have 
pleaded guilty, but I have considered 
all the others and the fullest penalty 
of the law should be inflicted. You 
will be imprisoned in the penitentiary 
for five years.” 

The other charges were dropped by 
the crown attorney.

Electrician Had 
Through His Body At Niagara.

« watershed unless it is a woodshi 
at ihe same time. In other words, 
the water will dry up if the trees 
a1e cut down, and sad to say, tress 
are being cut dowm every day, in Al- 
gorgun Park. Not only are some, of 
tlic oid timber jicenses in force thee 
avere issued before the park was sot 
aside, but new, ones have been por 
out since, and the absurd specteu!y 
is witnessed of a Government per- 
mtling those things to be done 
which the park was expressly, orvat- 
ed to prevent. A thorough-going po- 
liey for Algonquin Park would ps 4o 
say that hereafter not a tree sball 
be felled there, and (hat the timber 
berths already allotted shall revert 
to the Crown, their present owners 
haying been reimbursed. 

Die lumber question is the whole 
question, On the preservation und 
growth of the forest hang the rivera, 
the fish, the game, and everything 
ihat makes Algonquin Park iiiy he 
was intended to be- The lumberinen 
are @ greater menace to Algongvin 
Paik than all the game and fur 
Pouchers in Camada- Dheir dams ang 
slides, used or unused, cumber tie 
streams and stop the free circulation 
of water. They destroy more tree 
than they eut down, and {bey seare 
ihe game, In spite of these setbacks 
the gimme js doing [fairly well. Tue 
red decr moves about with confidence, 
fearing no enemy but the wolf. The 
beaver jhas come hack,and tle ground 
birds thrive. All that is needed {o 
make the park a permanent delight 
is tender management. And the first 
micans, aS we conceive, toward 1 
end is to shift the park from the

It is secreted im the liver, 
from whence it is distributed to per- 
form its natural functions. It is a 
well-known fact jthat ja deer liver 
tastes of gall and is meyer eaten, 
even iby, Indians. 

I cordially azree with aJl the wri- 
ter has said about houndinz, apd T 
do not’ ‘know of any, question in 
which public sentiment has under- 
gone, so radical a chanze within the 
past few years. Im 1895 I was ap- 
pointed a member of the Fish and 
Game Commission of Ontario.

drives jthem out of the couhfry, and 
when a deer is shot alt the end of a 
lone chase jthe meat is mot fit to 
ealt. 

But the hunter who goes into the 
woods with his hounds for a_ few 
days im the fall is mot the deer’s 
greatest enemy, the wolf is mot its 
most inveterate foe. The So-called 
poor setitler destroys more deer in 
a wiven area im ay, one year than 
both hound and wolf combined. 
Whenever a band of wolves has yeen 
known {to chase or kill aj deor, the 
fact is heralded ‘through the press 
under (biz headlines, but if a man 
sees his neighbor chasing a deer with 
his hound or dragizinig a half-starved 
carcass home, the secret is relizious- 
ly kept. “Who would jbe mean 
enouzh to inform on a neighbor i” 
And thus the neighbor gets in his 


work every time, 
If ithe inhabitamts of our back 
ttowmships would publish all they 


know about this matter, the depra- 
dations of (Mir. Wolf would ‘be 
tthrowm completely into the shade. A 
wolf is a wolf—a low, sneakinz, 
cowardly rmiscal; he makes no pre- 
tentions to being anything else, 
and has mo neizhbors ‘to st him 
in concealing his depredations, But 
with \the settlers it is a different 
matter — they profess to ‘be respect- 
able members of society, overlookinz 
the fact that it is the duty of every 
citizen to assist in maintaining fhe

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CHINESE MUST QUIT 


Transvaal Government Maekes} 
Strong Announcement. 


TO EXCLUDE ALL ASIATICS 


Employment of Chinese Will Cease at 
Early Date—Asiatic Ordinance to Be 
Re-Introduced—First Act of New 
Parliament — Will Repatriate 
Alien Mine Workers—!Imperial 
Government Dare Not Oppose. 


Protoria, Transvaal, March 22.—Tho ' 
first Parliament of the Transvaal cols 
ony, under the newly-granted consti! 
tution, met here yesterday morning 
in the hall in which the late Presi» 
dent Kruger presided for so many 
years over sittings of the Upper Volks- 
raad of the South African Republic. 

In a speech at the opening of tha 
Legislature, the BHarl of Selbonrne, 
ae Commissioner for South Africa, 
said: 

“My Ministers have resolved that 
the employment of Chinese in tha 
mines shall cease at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. As to the Qhinese alé 
ready employed there, my Ministers 
will not take any steps to prevent their 
repatriation at the end of their in« 
dentures, unless they are convinced 
that such repatriation will have td 
take place before an effective substi- 
tute, either in the form of other un+ 
skilled labor or improved mechanical 
appliances, has been found.” | 

The disposition of the new Governs 
ment of the Transvaal to exclude all 
Asiatics from work in the mines is 
shown by the fact that the ‘Asiatic 
ordinance,” recently disallowed by tho 
Earl of Elgin, Secretary of State for 
the Colonies after it had passed tha 
late Legislature, is again published 
in The Official Gazette here, indicat: 
ing that among the first acts of the 
new Parliament will be a re-enact- 
ment of this measure, in spite of the 
Sppesttion of the Imperial Govern- 
ment. 


Dare Not Disallow It. 

London, March 22—The “Asiatic 
ordinance” which the Transvaal Par- 
liament proposes to re-enact, although 
at the present time aimed specially 
at British Indians, who are ousting 
the small white traders in the Trans- 
vaal, is equally intended to exclude 
the Japanese or other Asiatics who 
are i grating to South Africa in in- ; 
creasing numbers. , 

Sir Gilbert Parker, who represents 
colonists in the House of Commons on 
this question, is quoted yesterday in 
an interview as saying: 

“Tf, as I am sure it will, the Trans- 
vaal Parliament re-enacts the Asiatic 
ordinance, the Imperial Government 
will hardly venture to disallow it 
again, as over $9 per cent, of the 
whites in South Africa thoroughly ap- 
prove of it.”

THE LATEST WAR INVENTION. 


New Safety Detonating Fuse Invented 

After Ten Years’ Experimenting. 

_ New York, March 23—Hudson Max- 
im, inventor of high explosives, made! 
the dinner tendered by the Canadian 
Club last night to Sir Perey Sander- 
son, the retiring British consul-gen- 
eral at this port, the occasion of the 
first announcement about a new safe- 
ty detonating fuse which he has in- 
vented after ten years’ of experiment- 
ing. 

He declared such a device has been 
the aim of inventors for years. By 
means of it, he said, it is at last pos-| 
sible to send an armor-piercing shell! 
through armor and cause it to explode 
at exactly the distance behind the 
armor desired by the gunner. It will 
not matter whether the armor is one! 
inch or 12 inches in thickness, the 
inventor asserted. 


Actress Beats Customs. 

Port Huron, March 23——A young 
man from Sarnia appeared at the 
Government's auction sale of smug- 
gled goods here yesterday and bid in 
a seal skin coat for $200 agamst all 
comers, 

It was learned that the coat was 
seized a year ogo, when Mrs. Hamil- 
ton of Brantford, a pretty Canadian 
actress, tried to cross the border with 
it in company with her fiance, a 
Brantford physician. She refused to 
pay the duty. 

The coat cost her $400 originally, 
but, even with the extra $200, she be- 
lieves she has beaten the customs for 
once.

| PEASANTS DRIVE OUT JEWS 


Fierce War On Farming Trust—Four 
Hundred Homes Are Devastated— 
More Than One Hundred Shot 
Down By Troops—Austrian 
Farmers Join Revolutionists— 
Entire District Up In Arms. 


Vienna, March 23.—The seriousness 
of the situation in northern Moldavia, 
growing out of the agrarian disorders, 
has not been exaggerated, according 
to the latest telegraphic reports 
reaching here from Ozornowitz, on 
the border. 

From the estimates of the damages 
made last night, it appears that 400 
farms in Moldayia have been devas- 
tated, 8,000 fugitives have fled over 
the Russian frontier into Austria, and 
a total of 10,000 Jews left homeless. 

The number of dead and wounded 
cannot be given accurately, but the 
reports of yesterday give a total of 
about 85 men killed and 150 wounded. 

The outbreak seemed to have been 
partially suppressed yesterday. The 
Roumanian Government is still send- 
ing troops into the afflicted district. 
Practically the entire Province of 
Moldavia has been involved. 

Revolt Against Trust. 

The movement is really more agrar- 
jan than anti-semitic. The peasants 
are in revolt against the great farm- 
ing trust, which has leased half the 
cultivable land in Moldavia. The ab- 
sentee landlords who control the trust 
are Jews, which fact brings the ire of’ 
the peasants down upon any and all 
Jews that they meet, and to this an- 
tipathy is added strong racial feel- 
ing, 

On Thursday 500 peasants tried to 
invade Michailoni. Despite the fact 
that there were sufficient Roumanian 
troops there to stop the rioters, the 


| peasants at first got the upper hand, 


because the soldiers, acting upon the 
orders of the prefect of the town, 
were not permitted to open fire. 

In the face of the menaces of the 
furious peasants, however, some of 
the soldiers did fire, killing 15 of the 
rioters and wounding 45, whereupon 
the peasants withdrew. 

Town Set On Fire. 

A more successful attack was made 
at Vaslui, south of Jessy. Two thous- 
and peasants forced their way into 
the town. The prefect of Vaslui did 
not have sufficient troops to stop the 
onward march of the infuriated coun- 
trymen. He stood by a helpless wit- 
ness while the rioters plundered prac- 
tically all the buildings on the three 
principal streets of Vaslui, and then 
set them on fire, which completed the 
work of destruction. 

The prefect appealed for reinforce 
ments, and the peasants, in ignor- 
ance of this step, remained in the 
town until the soldiers arrived. Then. 
ensued a serious fight up and down 
the burned streets. The soldiers were 
victorious, but 20 rioters were killed 
and many wounded. 

The entire Roman district was up 
in arms. The authorities were power- 
less and the peasants pillaged, burn- 
ed and devastated everywhere. All 
the buildings in the villages of Hal- 
ancosti, Herlesti, Holeisteni and Nino- 
lusen were demolished.

SUCCESSION DUES 


Fraternal Insurance Is Now Ex- 
empt From Duty. 


STRATHROY DAIRY SCHOOL 


Will Be Discontinued and Consolidat- 
ed With School at O. A. C._—Govern- 
ment Control Over Public Utilities 
—Seek to Prevent Stock Water- 
ing — Charitable and Educa- 
tional Bequests Not Dutiable. 


Toronto, March 22.—With the ex- 
ception of a few clauses held over by 
consent, the Government’s joint stock 
companies bill is ready for the third 
reading. It was discussed at some 
length in the Legislature yesterday 
afternoon, particularly as to the con- 
trol it exercises in respect to the 
capitalization of public utility com- 
panies. In regard to other classes of 
companies, it was pointed out by Hon. 
Mr. Hanna that the concurrent juris- 
diction exercised by the Dominion 
makes such control impossible. These 
companies would simply get incor- 
poration at Olfawa to do all they 
desired to do, and the only effect of 
trying to impose conditions here would 
be that the Province would be 
deprived of revenue. Several sug- 
gestions advanced by Mr. Graham 
and other members of the Opposition 
in regard to this and other measures 
were adopted. There was no night ses- 
sion, much to the relief of most of 
the members the arduous work in 
the House and in committees during 
the past few days having been very 
trying. 

Strathroy Dairy School To Go. 

Hon. Mr. Monteith, replying to a 
question by Mr Ross, said: “It is the 
intention of the Government to con- 
solidate the two dairy schools in the 
western part of the Province, and af- 
ter this year to carry on all instruc- 
tion work at the Central Dairy School 
at the Ontario Agricultural College, 
Guelph. Nothing has yet been de- 
cided upon as to the disposal or fu- 
ture use of the building at Strathroy” 
(where one of the schools is now con- 
ducted). 

Some Third Readings. 

The following bills were given a 
third reading: Respecting the Town 
of Kincardine, Mr. Clark; to incor- 
porate the village of South River, Mr. 
Mahafiy; respecting the village of 
Port Perry, Mr Calder; respecting the 
municipality of St Joseph; respect- 
ing the Superior Copper Co. 

Insurance and Succession Dues. 

Hon. Mr Matheson introduced two 
amendments to the act to consolidate 
the law relating to succession duties. 
The efiect of the changes is practical- 
ly that when insurance goes to the 
widow or children, grandfather, grand- 
mother, father, mother or husband, no 
sum less than $5,000 shall be called 


\ part of the estate rendered liable to 


succession duties. This idea, which 
means the exemption of fraternal in- 
surance, was suggested a few days 
ago by Hon. George P. Graham and 
received Hon. Mr. Matheson’s ap- 
proval. : 
Mr. Graham thanked the Provincial 


| Treasurer for the amendment exempt 


ing fraternal society insurance. The 
loss of revenue will be small. “It will 
facilitate the work of reaching a set- 
tlement,”” added Hon. Mr. Matheson. 

The other amendment extends ex- 
emption to subscriptions to charitable 
and educational institutions not paid 
at the subscriber’s death, and paid 
from his estate afterwards. 

Colonization Roads. 

Hon. Dr. ie, in moving the 
second reading of his bill respecting 
colonization roads, said it was the first’ 
bill of its kind that had ever been 
introduced in the Legislature. The 
great object of the bill was to have’ 
the co-operation of the organized} 
Tounicipalities in the building of 
roads. 


The New Companies Act. 

The House discussed in committee) 
the Government’s bill respecting jomt 
stock companies, which caused con-' 
siderable discussion. 

Hon. Mr. Hanna agreed with Mr. 
Clark (Centre Bruce) that if the num-! 
ber of shares was limited it might, 
have the effect of preventing over- 
capitalization. But it was difficult to! 
see how this could be done. t 

Mr. Graham added that they might: 
even go farther, and hold investiga-' 
tions on applications for incorpora— 
tions, with a view to checking over-! 
capitalization. 

Hon. Mr. Hanna said that all pos- 
sible precautions had been taken in’ 
the bill in respect to over-capitaliza- 
tion of companies operating muni- 
cipal franchises. 

Mr. Graham favored the idea of lim- 
iting the number of shares. The Leg- 
islature should declare itself as op- 
posed to over-capitalization. The! 
department might exercise closer’ 
scrutiny over applications for in- 
creases in capital. 

Control Over Stock Issues. 

Mr. McDougal thought no issue of 
stock below par should be allowed. 
He questioned the advisability of giv- 
ing the Lieutenant-Governor power to 
direct the issue of letters patents in 
terms and conditions different from 
those applied for in the case of public 
utilities companies. 

One clause of the bill was amended 
so as to make it clear that, provided 
they were not aware that the state- 
ments were untrue, promoters are not 
liable for false statements in prospec- 
tuses. y 

Mr. Graham asked as to the delay 
in bringing down some returns asked 
for by the Opposition, and Hon. Mr. 
Hanna promised to look into the mat- 
ter. 

Mr. McNaught gave notice of a bill 
respecting investments by trustees.
